A P e titio n from th e W o m a n ’s C h ristian 
T em p era n ce U nion. 
'Washington, January 21st.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day Mr. Colquitt, in presenting a 
j>etition from the Woman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union ol the District oí Columbia, 
said that he assumed no responsibility for 
the startling facts revealed in the petition, 
bu! he did answer tor the pure motives and 
high character of those whe laid it before 
the Senate. The petition was bold and ag 
gressive, and challenged investigation of 
the facts. It was a plea which mothers and 
■wives made to ’• this body of grave and rev­ 
erend signors 
for protection against snch 
an excess of vice and lawlessness as should 
not oniy alarm but humiliate the Sen­ 
ate. They could not ignore or disregard 
the voice of women raised in behalf 
of society, purity and public virtue. He 
as.ted that the petition be read at length 
and referred to the District Committee. 
The petition wjs read. It charges the Com­ 
missioners of the District of Columbia with 
disregarding the purity, safety and moral 
interests and rights of the people, and as­ 
serts that in direct violation of law. they 
have been for mouths past permitting and 
protecting gambling hells, pool rooms and 
th in k in g establishments as well as <¿ens of 
prostitution and vice, giving numerous par­ 
ticulars. It charges that a house owned by 
•one of the Commissioners is used as an 
ofii e by the agent of the Louisiana State 
Lottery and that Frank Hume, the Presi­ 
dent of the Liquor Dealers' Associa­ 
tion, 
is 
a bondsman 
of 
one 
of 
the Commissioners. It therefore prays for 
a thorough investigation of the fac s. and 
and for the proper enforcement of the iaw 
and protection of homes within the Dis­ 
trict. Mr. Hawley remarked that the peti­ 
tion just read was a tremendous indictment 
and shocking revelation, and he suggested 
that Colquitt should accompany it with a 
resolution calling for an immediate and 
severe investigation. Colquitt said he did 
not feei it as incumbent on him to make 
any suggestion t > the committee. He did 
not doubt that the committee would be in 
fuii sympathy with any movement to re­ 
dress these heinous ollenses. and would 
suggest a proper shape of redress. 


F A T H E R MeG LYNX. 


A rclibiftliop C orrigan 's L etter to a C om ­ 
m itte e o f St. S tep h eu ’s P a rish . 
N ew Y ork, January 21st.—The Commer­ 
cial Advertiser gives the following as the 
substance of a note sent Wednesday night 
by Archbishop Corrigan to a committee of 
St. Stephen’s parish, in reply for an audi­ 
ence in regard to the McGlynn case. The 
Archbishop began his epistle, which was 
couched in very courteous terms, with the 
remark that it was unusual for soldiers to 
ask their Generals' reasons for their orders. 
It was the part of every subordinate, espe­ 
cially in the Catholic Church, to obey the 
commands of his superiors. 
The Arch­ 
bishop reminded the committee that he. 
too. was under authority, to whom he was 
accountable, and whose orders he obeyed. 
He says that he has withheld frorfi the 
public his reasons and all information in 
regard to the removal of Dr. McGlynn. but 
owing to the deep interest felt in their pas­ 
tor. he had determined, on one condition, 
to give the parishioners of St.-Stephen's 
Church, through this committee, the in­ 
formation they desire. 
The condition is 
that the committee shall obtain from Dr. 
McGlynn his written consent that the rea­ 
sons for his removal shall be made public. 
The letter also conveyed the important 
information that no new order had lately 
come from Rome permanently suspending 
Dr. McGlynn from his priestly office. A 
telegram was received by the A r c h b ish o p 
on Tuesday from the Propaganda, instruct­ 
ing him to hasten Dr. McGlynn’s departure 
for Rome. This had been the only recent 
C o m m u n ic a tio n in the matter from the 
Vatican, and was the sole foundation for 
the report that Dr. McGlynq had been un­ 
frocked. In connection with this order 
from the Papal tribunal the Archbishop, 
in his letter, expressed the hope that the 
loyal members of St. Stephen's Church 
will manifest their regard for their pastor 
by assisting the Archbishop in his efforts 
t'i secure Dr. McGlynn’s early departure. 
The committee were not permitted to see 
Dr. McGlynn, but sent him the note and he 
promised to write and advise them what 
to do. 
STATEMENT FROM A FR IEN D . 
A long statement was given out by an 
intimate friend of Dr. McGlynn, as author­ 
ized by that reverend gentleman, in regard 
to his trouble. Stripped of its verbiage, it 
is to the effect tnat ever since hissummous 
to Rome the stale of his health has been 
such that his physician had absolutely 
forbidden him to make the journey, and 
he thinks it cruel that another demand 
should be made on him in his present 
physical condition. 


T H E PA RISH IO N ERS TO MEET. 
Father McGiynu's old parishioners in­ 
tend to hold a meeting in the basement of 
St. Stephen's Church to-morrow morning, 
in spite of Father Donnelly’s orders. It is 
believed that Donnelly will call in the po­ 
lice to protect it, if necessary. 


W IL L B E n .Y TO H ENRY GEORGE. 
At the palace of the Archbishop, on 
Third avenue, vourreporter was this morn­ 
ing informed that Archbishop Corrigan 
was too busy to see any one. His Secre­ 
ta n , McDonnell, when asked if the Arch­ 
bishop intended to make any reply to 
Henry George s challenge in to-day's Stand­ 
ard. said: “ The Archbishop will make a 
statement this afternoon, and will reply to 
Henry George's challenge.” 
It is known 
that the Archbishop called his counselors 
together this morning, and held a lengthy 
meeting, at which the whole situation was 
discussed, together with Henry George's 
challenge, relating to an order, which it is 
claimed was sent out by the Archbishop 
to the priests against the Constitutional 
Convention. The challenge created quite a 
stir among the priests of the diocese, and 
they are very anxious to know what the 
Archbishop’s reply will he. It was stated 
to day by a friend of George's, that the 
labor leader had in his possession, or could 
get possession of several orders which the 
Archb; hop had sent out, and that a state­ 
ment he made he could prove. A priest, 
who is well known among the parishioners 
of St, Stephen's Church, said that he had 
not seen any orders from the Archbishop 
relating to the Constitutional Convention. 
He said that all the priests in the diocese 
had received another caution not to talk 
about the McGlynn case among themselves, 
nor to outsiders.

■Wa s h in g t o n , January 21st. — The Na­ 
tional Board of Trade to-day discussed the 
resolution favoring Government aid in the 
improvement of the Columbia (Or.) river. 
Senator Dolph of Oregon spoke in its favor. 
The resolution was rejected. The follow­ 
ing resolution, submitted by the Chicago 
Board of Trade, was adopted, after a short 
discussion : 
Rr-dtred, That the immediate attention of 
the National Congress be called to the effect 
of contagious discuses in animals upon the 
internal and external commerce of the country, 
and the necessity for such legislation as will 
Sm vide for the control and suppression of such 
isoases. 
A resolution proposed by the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, advocating the 
repeal of so much of the Bland law as pro 
vides arbitrarily for the purchase ot bull­ 


ion and the coinage of standard silver 
dollars, and authorizing the President 
of the United -States to take such steps in 
international intercourse and treaty as will 
promptly tend toward the establishment of 
a uniform national system of bimetallism 
and to make such appropriations as may 
be necessary to make the President's au­ 
thority in this matter effective, was also 
adopted. 
A resolution was also submitted by the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce asking 
Congress to consider at an early day the 
feasibility and practicability of converting 
tl,l»J.OOÓ,COO ol the present bonded debt 
into long-term bonds, bearing interest at 
the rate of 2 per cent per annum, with a 
view to the use of them as security for na­ 
tional Government 
deposits and other 
forms of trust, was, after a brief discussion, 
adopted. 
A resolution to the effect that the most 
imperative duty imposed upon Congress is 
the" adoption of measures necessary to pro­ 
tect and fortify the coast and seaports of 
our country, and to make adequate appro­ 
priations therefore, and that the defense of 
the harbors of New York and San Fran­ 
cisco should be the work first undertaken, 
as involving the largest risks, ami as being 
the least protected of cur larger cities, was 
adopted, as was also a resolution proposed 
by the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, 
favoring 
a reciprocity 
treaty with Canada and the Republic of 
Mexico.

W a s h in g t o n , January 21st.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day a petition was presented relating 
to the »*iquor traffic 
in the District of 
Columbia. After debate it was referred to 
the Committee on the District of Columbia. 
Numerous petitions were presented by 
several Senators for amendment ot the 
oleomargarine law and for repeal ot inter­ 
nal revenue law, and’ were referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 
Brown offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, requesting the President to com­ 
municate to the Senate copies of all corre­ 
spondence with the Government of Mexico 
in regard to the seizure and sale of the 
American schooner Rebecca in the port of 
Tampico; also copies of all correspondence 
between the State Department and the lata 
Minister Jackson, with Jackson's letter to 
the President on the subject of bis resigna- 
nation. 
Edmunds gave notice on behalf of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, that to­ 
morrow. immediately after the completion 
of strictly morning business, he would ask 
the Senate to consider the bill respecting 
the protection of American 
fishermen, 
which he bad reported the other day. Sub­ 
sequently. however, the Senate agreed^10 
adjourn over till Monday.

W a s h in g t o n , January 21st.—After the 
reading ot the journal, the Speaker stated 
that the regular order was the vote upon 
the adoption of the conference report on 
the interstate commerce bill. 
Butterworth ot Ohio asked unanimous 
consent to bave a separate vote on the 
fourth section, and also to have a separate 
vote on the Commissioner feature, but Crisp 
of Georgia objected to both requests. 
Dunham of Illinois moved to recommit 
the bill to the Conference Committee, and 
Crisp raised a point of order against the 
motion. 
The Speaker knew of no rule which au­ 
thorized the recommittal of a conference 
report, and sustained the point of order. 
O'Neill of Pennsylvania inquired whether 
there was any parliamentary proceeding 
by which those gentlemen who were em­ 
barrassed by having to vote for or against 
an important bill without having an op­ 
portunity to divest it of all of its objection­ 
able features, could be relieved of that em­ 
barrassment, but no suggestion to that end 
was made. 
The vote was taken on the adoption ot 
the conference report, and was agreed to— 
ayes 219. noes 41.

Crisp of Georgia, from the Committee on 
Commerce, reported back the resolution 
requesting the Secretary of the Treasury to 
make inquiiy of contractors of passenger 
cars and steamboats, and any other person 
he may think capable of giving information 
on the subject, as to the best methods of

Adopted. 
Belmont of New York offered a resolu­ 
tion. which was referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, that the President be 
requested to transmit to the House copies 
of such correspondence, up to the present 
day. between this Government and the 
British Government as he may decide can 
now oroperly be made public, in regard to 
the deprivation inflicted in Canadian ports 
on American fishing vessels having the 
right to touch and trade: of the liberty 
heretofore enjoyed bv such vessels to Cana­ 
dian ports open to foreign vessels, and to 
buy and sell and to trade merchandise 
therein, and which is permitted in such 
ports to American trading vessels and to 
vessels of all other nations. 
Skinner of North Carolina presented a 
conference report upon the bill for the al- 
lotraent of lands in severalty to Indians, 
and it was agreed to. 
Baker of New York, from the Committee 
on Territories, reported a bill for the ap­ 
pointment of an additional Justice of the 
Supreme Court for Wyoming Territory. 
The Committee of the Whole then oro- 
ceeded to the consideration of private busi­ 
ness. 
At the evening session the House passed 
twenty pension bills, including one grant­ 
ing a pension of $50 a month to the widow 
of General Thomas F’rancis Meagher, and 
at 1:20 adjourned.

N ew Y o r k , January 21st.— There have 
been no recent additions to the Grant mon­ 
ument fund in New York, with the excep­ 
tion of $90<i, and $250 transmitted' to the 
committee by Mrs. Grant herself. A severe 
article on the subject from the Chicago 
Tribune was handed about at one of the ex­ 
changes yesterday afternoon and excited 
much remark. The editor, after announc­ 
ing Mrs. Grant's contribution, says : “ It is 
safe to assume that even this mortifying 
contribution will have no effect in stimu­ 
lating New York city to do anything more. 
The millionaires of that city, having suc­ 
ceeded in their plan to bury the General 
in one of their public parks, and to en­ 
hance the speculative value of adjacent 
property, have done all that can be expect­ 
ed of them. Fleeced of hismonev in Wall 
street while living, his bones are of no value 
except as money can be made out of them. 
Selfishness and meanness could hardly go 
further. Never before has the country been 
compelled to witness the humiliating spec­ 
tacle of the widow of an eminent man hav­ 
ing to contribute from her own pocket to 
help build him a monument, and that after 
the millionaites of the metropolis had 
agreed to raise money as one of the condi­ 
tions of having his remains buried among 
them.”

N ew O rleans. January 21st.— A dispatch 
from Shreveport, I-a., to the Picayune, says : 
On the 17th instant Traffic Manager New­ 
man. of the Missouri-Pacific Railway, tele­ 
graphed here to the effect that he desired 
the presence of some of the prominent 
men of Shreveport at Texarkana to meet 
Mr. Gould for the discussion of important 
matters. In response. Colonel Gregg and 
Major Currie met Mr. Gould and his partv. 
The interview developed the fact that Gould 
wanted to know the present feeling of our 


people about closer and shorter connection 
with St. Louis and Kansas City. He said 
he would build such connection as soon as 
the right of way and the terminal facilities, 
together with such donations of money and 
timber land as had been proffered from 
time to time from different sources on the 
line could be procured.

New York. January 21st.—The boycott 
by the Longshoremen's Union of the freight 
carried by the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company proceeded with the usual vigor 
to-day on both sides. The'longshoremen 
and the foreign steamship companies are 
waiting for the expected storm to burst. 
The Tost says that nearly al! the steamship 
companies, with one exception, are deter­ 
mined to resist the action of the strikers, 
and that the first boycotted freight handled 
by any of the steamship companies will be 
a signal for a general strike. The 'Long­ 
shoremen's Union has not only boycotted 
the freight carried by the Old Dominion 
Company, but also the lightermen who 
have let their load to the Old Dominion 
Company, as well as the lighters whose 
Captains are not Union men.

N e w Y o r k , January 21st.—There is dan­ 
ger of open rupture in the ranks of Henry 
George’s party. A resolution will be of­ 
fered by the Socialists at the County Con­ 
vention in Clarendon Hall to-night, abolish­ 
ing the position of Secretary of the National 
Central Committee, an office now held by 
Gaybert S. Barnes, the business partner of 
Henry.George. It is said the resolution 
will probably be adopted without much 
opposition, if Barnes doos not quietly step 
out a number of surprises are said to be in 
store for him.

Henry George not to accept the position of 
editor of the Leader, the Socialists have 
beer, watching him, closely looking up his 
record.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 


T ext o f th e B ill a s F u ssed 
by B oth 
H o u ses o f C ongress. 
[Special by Telegraph.! 
W a s h in g t o n , January 21st.—The inter­ 
state commerce hill, as agreed upon by 
both houses of Congress, in its first'sectioii 
applies the provisions of this Act to any 
common carrier engaged in the transporta­ 
tion of passengers wholly by railroads or 
part’y by railroads and partly by water, 
when both are used, under common control 
or management of arrangement, through 
more than one State or Territory, or from 
any place in the United States to an adja­ 
cent foreign country. It defines the term 
railroad " to include all bridges and fer­ 
ries used or operated by any railroad. All 
charges made for any service rendered in 
the transportation of passengers or prop­ 
erty shall be reasonable and just, and every 
unjust and unreasonable charge for such 
service is prohibited and declared to be un­ 
lawful. 
Section 2 makes it unlawful for any com­ 
uon carrier subject to the provisions of 
this Act. to charge, demand, collect or 
receive, directly or indirectly front any 
person or persons, greater or less compen­ 
sation for any service rendered in the trans­ 
porting of passengers or property that it 
charges, demands, collects, or receives front 
ny other person or persons for doing for 
him or them like and contemporaneous 
service in transportation of like kind of 
traffic, under substantially similar circum­ 
stances and conditions. 
Section 3 makes it unlawful for any com­ 
mon carrier, subject to the provisions of 
this Act to make or give any undue or rea­ 
sonable preference or advantage to any 
particular person, company, firm, corpora­ 
tion or locality, or any particular descrip­ 
tion of traffic. Every common carrier sub­ 
ject to the provisions of this Act shall, ac­ 
cording to their respective [towers, afford 
all reasouable, proper and equal facilities 
fur an interchange of traffic between their 
respective lines, and for the receiving, for­ 
warding and delivering of passengers and 
property to and from their several lines, 
and those connecting therewith, and shall 
not discriminate in their rates and charges 
between such connecting lines. 
Sections t and 5 (long and short haul and 
pooling sections) are as follows : 
Section 4. That it shall be unlawful for 
any common carrier subject to the provis­ 
ions of this Act, to charge or receive any 
greater compensation in the aggregate for 
the transportation of passengers, or of like 
kind of property, under substantially simi­ 
lar 
circumstances 
and 
conditions, for 
shorter than for longer distances over the 
same line in tiie same direction, the shorter 
being includedjwithin the longer distance 
but tiiis shall not he construed as authoriz­ 
ing any common farrier, within the terms 
of this Act, to charge and receive az ¡treat 
compensation for the shorter as for the 
longer distance; provided, however, that 
upon application to the Commission ap­ 
pointed under the provisions of this Act, 
such common carrier may, in special case3, 
after investigation by the Commission, be 
authorized to charge less for longer than 
for sltorlcr dis'ancez for the transportation 
ot passengers and property, and the Com­ 
mission may, from lime to time, prescribe 
the extent to which such designate^ com­ 
mon carriers may be relieved from the 
operation of this section of ¡its Act. . 
Section 5. That it shall be unlawful for 
any common carrier subject to the provis­ 
ions of this Act to enter into any contract, 
agreement or combination with any other 
common carrier, or carriersffor the pooling 
of freight? of different and competing rail­ 
roads, or to divide between them the aggre­ 
gate or net proceds of the earnings of such 
railroads, or any portion thereof, and in 
any case of an agreement for the pooling of 
freights as before said, each day of its con­ 
tinuance shall be deemed a separate of­ 
fense. 
Section 6 requires that after 90 days from 
tlie passage of this Act, every common car­ 
rier subject to its provisions shall have 
printed, and keep for public inspection, 
schedules, showing rates, fares and charges, 
and. in addition to requiring railroads to 
give publicity at all of the depots on their 
several lines", it gives 
authority to the 
Commission, where it is proper arid neces­ 
sary, to require them to give publicity to 
their rates to other places beyond the lines 
of their several railroads. It also provides 
that the rates, fares and charges shall not 
be raised ‘except after ten days of public 
notice, but that they may be reduced with­ 
out previous public notice. The notice, 
however, shall be simultaneous with the 
reduction itself. 
Section 7 make3 it unlawful for any com­ 
mon carrier to enter into any combination 
or agreement to prevent the carriage of 
freights from being continuous from the 
place of shipment to the place of desti­ 
nation. 
Section S declares that any common car­ 
rier violating the provisions of this Act 
shall be liable to the person or persons in­ 
jured thereby, for the full amount of dam­ 
ages sustained in consequence of any such 
violation, together with reasonable counsel 
or attorney's fee. 
Section I) provides that persons claiming 
to have been damaged by the action of 
common carriers, may proceed for the re­ 
covery of their damages, either in the 
Courts of the United States or before the 
Commission herein provided for, but not 
before both tribunals. 
Section 10 makes it a penal offense to 
violate any provisions of this Act, and 
puts the maximum of the fine which may 
be imposed at the sum of $5.000. 
The eleven following sections contain the 
Commission features of the bill. 
They 
provide for a Commission, to consist of five 
persons, whose term of office shall be for 
six years, except for the first appointments, 
which are to be for two. three, four, five 
and six years. The members of this Com­ 
mission are to he appointed by the Presi­ 
dent, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. Their principal office shall 
be in Washington, but they may hold ses­ 
sions at other places than Washington, 
and a single member of the Commission 
may take testimony anywhere as may be 
directed by the Commission. 
These Com­ 
missioners have salaries of $7,500 eacfl. 
The Commission has power to appoint a 
Secretary, with an annual salary of $3,500, 
and has authority to employ and fix the 
compensation of such other "employes as 
may be necesaary to the proper perform­ 
ance of its duties, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior. 
Section 22 provides that nothing con­ 
tained in this Act sh8ll abridge the reme­ 
dies now existing at common law or by 
statute. 
Section 23 appropriates $100,000 for the 
purposes of this Act, foi the fiscal Lear end­ 
ing June 30, 1888. 
Section 24 provides that the provisions of 
Sections 11 and 13 of this Act, relating to 
the appointment and organization of the 
Commission herein provided for, shall take 
effect immediately, and the remaining pro­ 
visions of this Act shall take effect sixty 
days after its passage.

N ew Y o r k , January 21st.—The Tribune’s 
London special says; The contest at Liver­ 
pool is an energetic one on both sides, bnt 
Uoschen's election is expec ed. 
His first 
speech was awaited eagerly as the first 
ministerial statement since the crisis. 
lie 
expressly declined to lift the curtain, hut it 
is evident enough, if discouragement exists 
in the Cabipet, as alleged, that Goseben, 
who has joined the fighting wing, does not 
share it, nor does Salisourv. They do not 
think tlie "piun of campaign" is going to 
win. They regard the Gladstonian confer­ 
ence with Chamberlain as an attempt to 
cajole Chamberlain which is not destined 
to succeed. No part of Goschen’s speech is 
more important 
than the peremptory 
denial of the story that Salisbury is sup­ 
porting Prince Alexander for the Bulga­ 
rian throne. “ There is." said Goschen, 
“ no foundation for the rumor so perti­ 
naciously circulated that the British For­ 
eign Office or any British Minister has 
worked directly or indirectly for the resto­ 
ration of Price Alexander to the rulership 
ot Bulgaria. 
England," he added, ‘ has 
given no opinion on the filling of this va- 
cauev. ami will give none till asked, 
according to the provisions of the treaty of 
Berlin, and will do nothing to separate her­ 
self from the other treaty powers.” That 
reassures public opinion, which has been 
disturbed, not by the unwearied repetitions 
of this fable in the Russian organ in Lon­ 
don, but by warlike reports from Berlin, 
Vienna and Paris. 
England, it is now 
known, has not even opposed Russia's iast 
scheme. 
Russia asks that the Regency 
should resign and a new Sobranje be elect­ 
ed, excluding Eastern Roumelia. and that 
the two Russian agents be appointed Min­ 
isters. England jointly with Austria and 
Italy, it is said, will not object to this if 
the Bulgarians agree’to it. 
It is also true 
that Bulgaria will not agree to it, unless 
convinced that she has been abandoned by 
all Europe, as well as by Germany and 
France. 
T h e i ’rus^ian Itu d get. 
Berlin, January 21st.—Herr Yon Scboiz, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, to-day pre­ 
sented the Budget to the lower House of 
the Frussian Diet. This states that the 
trade of Prussia has improved, decreasing 
the deficiency in the revenues. The grants 
for the provincial district authorities of the 
kingdom call for J 3.000.000 marks, instead 
of PJ.o00.000 in she previous year. The 
railroad receipts for the fiscal year will ex­ 
ceed the expenses by 20,000,000 marks. 
The receipts lor the income tax will be 
larger than heretofore, proving that the 
prosperity of the urban population has 
much increased. The statistics show that 
the population in the rural districts lias 
lessened. 
In conclusion, the Budget states 
that the Reichstag’s rejection of the army 
bill places all other questions in the back­ 
ground. 
On this account, the Finance 
Minister abstained front referring to the 
development of indirect taxation. In con­ 
sequence of the large exportation from 
Mecklenberg and Westphalia, a proposal 
to forbid these exports will be submitted 
to the Bnndesrath forthwith.

C h ic a g o , January 21st.—A" inspired let­ 
ter from Berlin suvs: In Government 
circles here the situation is regarded as 
serious. The peaceful tone of the French 
press is not assuring, as it .? evident the 
papers have been ordered officially to adopt 
a peaceful attitude.

G u a d a l a j a r a (Mexico), January 12,18S7. 
I wish I could paint you a picture of this 
cam , which tor m any weeks has been my 
hom e. 
It is a typical m ansion of the well- 
to-do Mexican, built at least two centuries 
ago, its adobe w alls—three feet thick— 
looking capable of 
defying wind and 
w eather till the resurrection m orning. A f­ 
ter the m anner of all Mexican houses, it 
is of Moorish architecture, built around a 
central court, or patio, with w h ic h .every­ 
one of its numberless rooms com m uni­ 
cates. 
The patio—a large, unroofed space, which 
is far more to the family than the usual 
“ front yard” of the North, because as se­ 
cure from the public gaze as any room in 
th e house—is a charm ing place. Though 
the court is always paved with sm all,sharp 
stones—walking upon which makes one 
feel like a penitertial pilgrim on the road 
to Mecca—tigs, bananas and pomegranates 
are flourishing within it (planted in huge 
green painted tubs), and dowers bloom in 
boxes the whole year through. 
Roses, 
trained like vines against the walls, are 
flaunting their choicest blossoms in the 
golden sunshine of these perfect days, 
m aking us doubt that it can be m idw inter 
w ith y-ou at the North 1 
In the center of the patio is the inevita­ 
ble fountain, its adobe framework fringed 
With ferns and overgrown with litchens. 


A HEDGE OF TALL -GERANIUM* 
l ’artially screens from view the forever 
open door of the kitchen, and that of the 
stable beyond; 
several peacocks 
strut 
pom pously about, a colony of turtle-doves 
(though regarded by the superstitious serv­ 
ants as harbingers of evil to the household) 
iuake their home under the eaves an 1 coo 
softly from dawn tiil dark ; while an in­ 
describable conglomeration of children and 
chickens, cats, dogs, goats—sometimes even 
pigs and donkeys—add plenty of “ life " to 
th e picture. 
This 
unlike the majority, has two 
stories, laced inside by arched corriders 
surrounding the court, which are literally- 
lined with flowers. 
The pavement of the 
corriders, both above and below, is of tbe 
beautiful Mexican cement, as smooth and 
shining as alabaster, of that pinkish tint 
called " crushed s t r a w b e r r y and aw n­ 
ings, with broad stripes of pink and white, 
are spread upon the sunny side. A m an­ 
servant—with inky- locks and chocolate- 
colored complexion, clad in sandals of his 
own manufacture, white linen biouse and 
breeches, confined at the waist with a scar­ 
let sash in which a dagger is stuck—shuf­ 
fles listlessly- about, watering the plants 
again and again, or sweeping the court-yard 
w ith a broom m ade of palm-leaves tied to­ 
gether. 
In these galleries are countless birds, 
m ost of them confined in frail cages of gor­ 
geously-painted bamboo—canaries, mock­ 
ing birds, black and golden candelares, and 
fop-knotted cardinals; while several green 
and yellow parrots—enormous fellows, of 
vicious propensities—clim b about at will 
w ith beak and claw, calling the servants 
by name and occasionally- indulging in a 
torrent of Spanish “ sw ear-w ords" that 
would sham e a corsair. 
Here the serenity of life is never d is-! 
turbed by harsh voices or loud sounds, nor ■ 
is one's perpetual enjoym ent of “ sweet ! 
idleness ” broken in upon by any sort of ¡ 
discord. 
As a rule, the people speak in low 
tones, and the 


SOKT-VOWELKD LANGUAGE 
Is certainly loe most m usical under the 
sun. 
No noise is made by the sandaled 
feet of the score or more of servants, or by 
the dainty slippers of the mistress. 
No 
bell is ever ru g about the premises, for 
the great front door is furnished w ith a 
ponderous knocker ; and if one wishes to 
sum m on a servant, it is the custom to step 
out into the corridor and clap the hands 
—exactly as W ashington Congressmen a t­ 
tract the attention of pages in the House. 
To be sure the horses and mules are 
stabled in a portion of tbe house, under the 
arches of th is same flower-wreathed corri­ 
d o r; and two or three carriages stand just 
inside the front door, in the passage lead­ 
ing to the patio, which serves as a hall-way 
of the cam—but nobody minds those things 
in Mexico. Indeed, if the horses were 
brought into the dining-room—as the dogs 
are, and occasionally a stray goat or two, or 
a flock ot sociable fowls, we would stiil de­ 
clare it delightful; for theie is a medieval 
flavor about the whole thing—a smack of 
the Arabian Nights—altogether irresistible 
near the close of this matter-of-fact nine­ 
teenth century I 
Especially for one wearied w ith the life 
of our northern cities, what more charm ­ 
ing existence can the im agination conceive 
than th is : to be awakened in these m atch­ 
less mornings by- a servant (who never 
knocks) bringing to your bedside the dainty 
cup of chocolate, with fruit and bread ; and 
later, after a refreshing dip in the adobe 
pool in the garden, to swing all day in a 
ham m ock of Panam a grass, too idle toread 
or even to think, watching clear shadows 
slanting across the pale-tinted stone facade, 
or the play of lights and shades made by 
oerfutued breezes among festooning vines 
overhead and broad-leaved banana trees 
below !

, m y hostess, spends most of 
her waking hours wandering about these 
galleries or

T he room in this fUzo which is my own 
especial sanctum, is O riental enough for 
any Caliph or l’asba to occupy.

sive door, elaborately carved by hands that 
have been dust these m any years, was 
never spoiled by paint or varnish, is gar­ 
nished with enormous iron hinges and sta­ 
ples like the fastenings' of a barn, and 
opens, of course, into the upper corridor 
facing the court. The one wide window 
overlooking tbe street is indeed “ a joy for­ 
ever,” the soft gray of its wooden bars (in 
lieu cf the usual iron ones) enlivened by 
che scat let blossoms of a clambering vine, 
white its deep ledge serves me well for 
book-case, writing-desk, and curiosity-shop 
in general.

T he apartm ent is floored with square red 
tiles, w ith rugs of braided straw, and a 
snow y goat skin before the bed—which m y 
sole appreciates, I assure yon. between my 
slippers and these cold bricks, which feel 
like tombstones in the eariy mornings. 
H ere are chairs enough to seat a regiment, 
ranged in funereal rows straight around the 
four walls. The usual triangular table is 
fitted into each corner, and there are sev­ 
eral quaint articles of furniture—of solid 
m ahogany, brass-bound and elaw-footed, 
brought from France or .Spain by some re­ 
m ote ancestor—every one of which would 
delight the soul of an antiquariau.

For the encouragement of such as have the 
trees, it is well to state at this point iba; at 
the iate m eeting ot the H orticultural So­ 
ciety at Sacramento, Mr. Shinn, of N iks, 
said that the Consul at Sm yrna, who sliin- 
ped the cuttings to the Bulletin, told him 
that the scions were true to n am e; that the 
tree did not produce the large, marketable 
fig until it was seven or eight years old, 
and that the cultivators need not be dis­ 
couraged. 
WHAT IS CAI’BIFICA TIO N ? 
It is a name given to the method of 
propagating, enlarging, and ripening the 
domestic tig by means of insects which 
proceed from the fruit of the capri jicus, 
or wild flu tree. This tree bears and m a­ 
tures three crops ; first, cratirites, appearing 
in the fall, but m aturing early in the 
sp rin g ; second, orni, and third, somites. 
In August the .-omite, will be found ta con­ 
tain worms hatched from eggs deposited 
by flies. 
In October and November these 
worms become tiies and pierce the young 
fig. cratirites, which appear in September 
nerpetua1 ¡ a!U* remain 011 the tree until May follow­ 
- 
' 
ing, and furnish a lodgment for the eggs of 
tbe 3econd class of flies. 
Although the 
first crop in the spring, it is called the win­ 
ter fig. 
In May the second crop of figs. 
, 
. called orni, appears, and when they begin 
whose i *° open at the eye they are pierced by the 
flies produced by the w inter fig. 
W hen 
the worms bred in ihe spring fig. orni, are 
transformed into flies, which happens in 
May or June, the peasants cut of branches 
of the wild fig bearing the spring fig, or 
string the tigs together and hang them 
among the branches of the edible or cul­ 
tivated fig. The insects, emerging from 
the wild tig, orni, enter the tam e fig by the 
eye, where they irritate ihe pulp, lay their 
eggs, and are supposed to cause the fertil­ 
ization of the pistil, enlarge the ;ig, and 
hasten its m aturity. 
This is the tradition and. p ra tiee a m o n g 
the cultivators of th e fig in the v a lle y o f 
the Meander, whence principally com es the 
so called Sm yrna fig. 
But little is k n o w n 
about the practice, and the p e asa n ts ran 
give noreason for it except that th e ir fathers 
did it. 
W riters only allude to it as a fact 
when discussing it. and differ in their de­ 
scriptions ; hut the best and most lucid is 
the above, taken, from Uee's Cyclopedia. It 
is now claimed that we m ust import the 
enpri fig w ith the insect in order that the 
Sm yrna fig may be m atured. 
The purpose of this article is to show 
that 
CA PRIFICA TIO N IS NOT NECCESSARY. 
Various tlicories liave been advanced 
why the practice is pursued, but the princi­ 
pal ones are, first, that it was necessary to 
im pregnate the pistil or female organ of 
the edible fig witli the pollen from the wild 
fig to induce fecundation and, second, that 
the irritation by the fly produced an in­ 
flammation. which, if it did not increase 
tbe s’Ze of the fruit, at least hastens its 
m aturity, as it i- said the codlin m oth in­ 
duces eariy ripening in the apple, and also 
causes tlie fruit to set in greater numbers 
than it would without the aid of the capri 
fig- 
. 
. 
The discussion upon this question ap­ 
pears to be quite learned, and is only 
paralleled by that of the pundits who 
strove to give a reason why. when a ten- 
pound fish is put in a bucket of water, the 
bucket and contents will weigh more, until 
some liard-headed fellow suggested trying 
it to see whether such was ihe fact. The 
discussion seems to be based on the 
fact that caprification was necessary. 
It was reserved for Professor Gasparini, 
of Italy, to conduct a series of experiments 
for five or six years, and the conclusion 
that he reached was that it was not only 
Dot necessary, but absolutely detrim ental. 
The Royal Academy of Science, of Naples, 
proposed as the subject of an essay, among 
other m atters relating to the fig, the follow­ 
ing : 
" To prove by experiment, or on ana­ 
tomical or physiological grounds, w hether 
the fertilization of the seeds is effected by 
the insect of the carpi fig, or whether the 
insect produces no such effect and caprifi­ 
cation be useless." . 
Gasparini's m em oir is divided into four 
parts. 
The first lias an account of the 
capri fig, which he considers not only 
specifically but gencrically distinct from the 
cultivated'fig. "The third relates to caprifi­ 
cation. 
He proceeded in a truly scientific 
mode, and after he had collected his facts, 
there was nothing left of the caprification 
theory. 
He addressed hiruselt to these 
questions: 
1. “ Does the capri tig fecundate tlie fe­ 
m ale flower heads of the domestic fig, or 
the late fig, and m ake them set ?” He found 
that the W hite fig, the Dottato, and others, 
which the Neapolitans do not caprify, pro­ 
duce an abundance of fertile seeds, even in 
places where caprification is never practiced 
and where the capri tig is rare. 
In the se­ 
ries of his experiments, which he names, 
he states that the insect flies with difficulty, 
and after it has entered the fig it dies there 
and is found either entirely or partly de­ 
composed. 
Its presence can always be 
detected, and therefore it can not be said 
that it left a fertilized fig. and, as the bee, 
went to other tlowers. 
In places where 
there were no capri tigs and where cap- 
rification was not practiced-he found the 
seeds perfect in fig which did not show 
the least sign of the insect having pene­ 
trated. 
In the m iddle of July lie impreg­ 
nated artificially thirty (lower heads of a 
Lardaro tig by introducing the pollen of 
the capri fig; one m onth after ten of 
them hail fallen from the tree without 
thc-ir seeds being fertilized, and the re­ 
m aining ones did not differ in size or in 
the num ber of fertile seeds they con­ 
tained from tlie others of the same tree 
which had not been caprified. 
For three 
consecutive years he conducted this ex­ 
perim ent. 
Before any tlies issued from the 
capri 
he closed tlie api ratures of some 
domestic figs with gum arabic and chalk so 
as to prevent tbe insect from penetrating, 
and took care as they grew to keep them 
closed. 
At full size they were opened but 
showed no signs of the fly having pene­ 
trated, and yet contained seeds with per­ 
fect embryos. Although this experiment 
proved that caprification was not necessary 
to generate tlie embryo, it was not conclu­ 
sive as to impregnation not being requisite. 
Accordingly he examined with a micro­ 
scope all the internal parts of the fig in 
every stage, and never discovered any­ 
thing which contained pollen. 
Every 
attem pt to discover any need of stamens 
to produce the embryo failed. 
2. “ Does caprification cause the domes­ 
tic fig to set in greater num bers?” 
He 
experim ented on two middling-sized trees, 
the Colombro and Paradise trees, and in 
April hung the capri fig in their branches. 
H e observed the flies enter the fig and took 
care that the flies did not enter the figs on 


myself, disputing its possession 
gaining the day—or rather, the night— 
m erely rem arking that 111 the tropical 
climate other creatures abound than “ the 
w icked/ea, when no man pursuetli." 


T H E CROWNING BEAUTY 
Of this “ Hom e, Sweet Home.' and of 
thousands of sim ilar ones in Mexico, is its 
garden—though one would never m istrust 
its existence w ithout a guide to first find it 
out. Standing in tlie patio, one is bewil­ 
dered by the succession of doors, leading 
into the num berless rooms of the easa. 
Past parlors, dining-room and kitchen, past 
stables, store-rooms, and heaven knows 
what, we open a wooden door in the high 
wall, exactly like ail tlie rest, and find our­ 
selves in thecorral. This secondary court­ 
yard. which is also surrounded by a wall 
as high as the house, and is in reality a 
part of the house itself, is devoted princi­ 
pally to the goats and swine, the latter 
finding congenial wallowing places in the 
pools of greenish mud formed from the 
overflow of the adobe troughs where the 
horses and donkeys drink. 
No trace of 
our beautiful garden here : but climb some 
high adobe steps, open a couple of heavy 
doors, wander through a wailed passage, 
and presto ! the scene is changed as by 
magic. 
Here are acres of roses in . 
bloom, pansy-bordered walks oesfde m ur­ 
m uring streams, beds of choicest flowers 
beneath greenest verdure—orange trees, 
limes, olives, figs. a hundred strange tiopi- 
cal varieties, and—best of all—gnarled old 
apple trees iike those of home, 
drooping branches, though fruitless here, 
almost m ake us forget the weary miles that 
lie between. 
W ithin these silent shades one is com­ 
plete!}- isolated from the world, and finds 
it hard to realize that ail around lies a pop­ 
ulous city, which was heavy with age be­ 
fore the present century was b o rn ! 
No 
sound of hum an life or labor penetrates . 
here—only the ringing of the cathedral i 
bells falls softly on the "ear, and the singing ' 
of birds in tlie green canopy overhead. Be­ 
tween the branches we catch glimpses of 
church towers, ail with uplifted crosses 
pointing the Catholic route to heaven, and

In one com er of this garden is a large 
circular tank, of pink-tinted adobe, about 
five feet deep, which answers the triple 
purpose of bath, laundry and irrigating 
reservoir. Stone steps lead up to the top 
of the tank, and another flight descend in ­ 
side, for the convenience ofhathers. Every­ 
body batiies here, every day, from oldest 
to youngest, from the melancholy mistress 
to her hum blest servant, the water being 
perpetually renewed from springs within 
tlie Hills, and conducted thence by pipes 
and ditches ali over the extensive grounds. 
One unaccustomed 
to this manner of 
bathing hesitates at first, and thinks un­ 
easily of Susannah and the elders and other 
historic episodes; but none among the 
gentle people would wittingly intrude, and 
it is easy to pest a maid in the path to warn 
unwary stragglers. 
Prescott tells us that 
the esthetic Ixtiilxoehiti, King of the Tez- 
cufcoans. had a hath exactly like this in his 
palace grounds. 
The overflow of the tank forms a shallow 
pool, beside which are kept the small 
wooden trays and piles of amolé root (used 
for soap), the only furnishings required for 
a Mexican laundry. Tall ca'la lilies fringe 
this m iniature lake, and the dark-haired 
creada kneeling among them , like Moses’ 
m other am ong the bulirushes. is a not un- 
picturesque addition to the landscape, as 
she slaps away at the family linen, and 
scrubs it with ragged roots of amole. regard­ 
less of wear and tear.

other trees in the orchard. 
In tbe ripe fig, 
caprified. he did not find a single seed w ith 
an embryo; they were all sterile.and when 
sowed would not germinate. Tbe figs were 
counted and it was found that the caprified 
figs did not set in greater num bers on each 
branch than was the case on sim ilar fig 
trees not caprified and growing far from the 
capri fig. 
H e counted tiftv tigs fallen from 
aColombro in June,and fiveonlv contained 
no insect. In the fallen fruit from the 
Dottato tree he did not find one which had 
not the tly, but among the perm anent 
ones some had the insect, some had not. 
Then experiments were made in different 
localities on four varieties of figs, and the 
conclusion he draws is that the caprified 
trees lose a great quantity of their figs; and 
next, that those not caprified ripen m any 
of theirs. 
Certain fig trees usually bring 
m any early figs to m aturity, and but few 
of the late ones, and cultivators affirmed 
that by caprification a second crop could 
be obtained. 
In the beginning of Ju ly he 
gave the capri fig to several such trees. 
Many lost all their figs by tlie middle of 
August. Some retained a few, but had 
fared like other trees of some sort not cap- 
ritied. 
Among the fallen fruit, some con­ 
tained the insect, some did not. 
The trees 
were al! of the same age, in the same soil, 
and had the same exposure, and had 
brought to m aturity an early crop. 
3. “ Does capri filiation hasten ihe m atur­ 
ity of the fig? 
He made the following 
experiment upon two trees of equal vigor, 
standing two stone throws apart. To one 
of them at the end of June he hung the 
flower heads of the capri fig and counted 
the fruit on each tree. 
In September there 
was 110 difference. Counting again there 
was no difference, eacli tree having lost 
about one-fourth of the fruit. 
In the fol­ 
lowing year the experiment was modified. 
He marked with thread the figs into which 
tlie fly had penetrated, and look care that 
there was no capri fig in the vicinity of the 
other tree. The result of the experiment 
was the sam e as that of the preceding year. 
He hung five flower heads of the capri fig 
to a large branch of a Lardaro fig which 
rose high above the rest of the trees, think­ 
ing that if m aturity was hastened, how­ 
ever slight, it would be perceived. Yet the 
fruit on the other branches was the same as 
that on this branch. These experiments 
were repeated four years in different locali­ 
ties. and in no case did caprification hasten 
m aturity. 
4. " Does the fly cause the setting and 
early m aturity by ihe punctures it makes ? ’ 
H e believes that the insect never pierces 
the inouth or any other part, for looking 
with attention he observed it m aking its 
way from scale to scale, and the micro­ 
scope revealed the fact that the scales 
showed no injury. 
Hejthinks that it does 
not pierce tbe ovary, as it does not prevent 
the formation of the embryo, and the dif­ 
ference between the fig and .tlie capri fig is 
very great. 
5. H is memoir then recites his observa­ 
tion of fallen figs, and states that if tlie in­ 
sect has penetrated the domestic fig it can 
be known at once by opening it, though 
sometimes that is not necessary, as the fly 
leaves outside its wings and part of its 
body. 
If it, however, reaches the inside of 
tlie fig below the scales, it does not easily 
decay, but remains until the fig shows 
signs of m aturity. 
But whenever the in­ 
sect dies the surrounding part turns brown. 
Hence a glance can tell with certainty 
whether a fly lias been in the tig. 
Now, 
every variety of tig sheds a certain num ber 
of its fruit, and in the opinion of those 
who practice caprification, the tree would 
lose all or most of its fruit w ithout caprifi 
cation. The Professor says:

A C h ris tm a s M o u n ta in W e d d in g . 
There is a pretty superstition m uch in 
vogue among the ,young, that those who 
plight their troth to each other on Christ­ 
mas day will be happy in their children 
thereafter. 
As Christ was sinless, so their 
sons will be good and their daughters pure. 
For the same reason m any marriages take 
place on that day. 
The Christmas bridegroom is in some 
parts expected to pretend to steal his bride, 
less rudely, however, than the Tartars of 
the Asiatic Steppes. At the appointed hour 
the family of the girl depart for the meet­ 
ing-house, leaving her behind arrayed in 
all her wedding tinerv and alone. Then 
the groom rides furiously up to the house 
on horseback with some of his own friends, 
and witli a show of violence on his part and 
feigned reluctance on hers, drags her out of 
the cabin, places her before him on his own 
horse, and starts for the church.

were tlie case, one would conclude that 
what fruits should full after caprification 
would he precisely those in which the 
tly bad not entered.” 
W ith this view he 
examined all the figs that had fallen from 
three varieties. 
Of one, on July 17th, of 07 
figs 33 had the insect; three days after 31 
fell, of which 24 had the insect; the re­ 
m ainder were black but 110 insect was seen. 
Alter ward he found 122 with the insect and 
141 without. 
On July 24th, of figs falten 
troin other trees he found 14 with the in­ 
sect and 27 without. On the 30th he col­ 
lected 108 figs from the base of branches 
and a great num ber from tlie extremities. 
Of the first, (>6 decayed and contained the 
insect, 2 0 decayed and no insect—probably 
had escaped—and 73 without the insect not 
altered. 
On the 2d of August, 55 had the 
fly and 25 bad not. 
August 0:h. 4 s with 
and 50 without the fly. 
Out of 703 fallen 
tigs, 412 contained the fly and 3S1 did not, 
and showed no signs of decay or change. 
Of the other tree be exam ined 1,185 tigs ; 
945 contained the fly and 240 did not. 
In 
these cases it apjiears that the efleci was 
prejudicial. 
In another year he exam ined 
tbe same trees and found tlie num bers with 
and w ithout the insect about equal. 
He 
concluded that the fly of the capri fig is 
injurious and that it rather causes them to 
tall. 
(>. He also examined the perm anent figs. 
I will not, as this article is already too long, 
state all his observations in this respect, but 
be content with only one. On tlie 1st day 
of July he suspended capri fig flower heads 
to a sm all tree which had on 170 figs. 
In 
one m onth 43 had fallen. On the 14th of 
August he gathered tlie rem aining 127. 
Having opened them he found them sound, 
with good seeds; 30 contained the tly, 
which had done no injury to tlie florets. 
The facts noted, he states, prove clearly 
that it is not by the effect of the insect that 
the fruit remains 011 the tree, as the greater 
num ber of those which were tiie soundest 
and most vigorous did not contain it. The 
conclusions that the professor draws are : 
1. That the capri tig is not the m ale of 
the domestic fig, as lias been believed, but 
so different from it that it may be taken as 
tlie type of a distinct genus. 
2. The structure of domestic figs, as well 
as those to which the capri fig is applied, 
as of others is perfectly sim ilar, so that it 
does not appear how the insect of the capri 
fig can be necessary to some varieties only. 
That, is to say, tlie Sm yrna fig in structure 
is identical with all other figs cultivated in 
this State, and if they m ature here there is 
no reason to say that caprification is neces­ 
sary for the Sm yrna when it is not for all 
other kinds. 
3. That the insects neither hasten the 
m aturity nor cause the fruit to set, nor are 
they necessary for fecundation. 
4. That the tendency ot some figs to fall 
is admitted, but the causes must be sought 
in mode of vegetation, soil, climate, etc. 
5. That caprification is useless for the 
setting and ripening of fruit, and that the 
custom deteriorates the flavor of the fig 
and ought to be abolished. 
This mem oir was translated, and may 
be found in the third volume of tlie journal 
of the H orticultural Society of London, 
published as long ago as 184G. 
As the question of caprification is every 
now and then alluded to and doubt ex­ 
pressed whether we can raise the Smyrna 
fig in tliis State, I think it well to settle it 
at once, otherwise some enterprising per­ 
son m ay be prevented from im porting 
cuttings from Smyrna, or those who have 
the Bulletin tig growing may-, in a m oment 
of discouragement, cut down their trees. 
It would be of great benefit if.some one ac­ 
quainted with the Italian language would 
procure the essay, translate it, and publish 
it. 
Fig culture is destined to be one of the 
five leading horticultural pursuits of the 
State, and very little is known about it. 
Such a translation, accompanied with some 
practical rem arks by some grower who 
really knew w hat he was talking about, 
would be a boon to the State.

THE NEW PEQPHET OF THE SOUTH- 
F E DERALISM. 


A t the annual dinner of the New Eng­ 
land Society recently, there appeared upon 
the scene H. VT. Gradv, of Georgia, who 
responded to the toast, “ The New South.” 
H e was the first Southern man to address 
the society since the close of the war of 
the rebellion. 
The speech of this young 
man has awakened tite attention of the en­ 
tire country. 
It was in harmony with the 
sentiment crystallized by George IV. Cable 
in the term ‘‘The NewSouth.” Mr.Grady, 
as one of the most [uoininent of Southern 
journalists, must lie accepted as reflecting 
in his utterances the better sentiment of 
the thinking masses of that section of our 
common country, 
H is .words indicate the 
steady growtli of the spirit of fraternity 
between the people of the whole Union, 
and the gradual obliteration of the line 
that distinguished the Cavalier from Puri­ 
tan civilization. 
That these two great currents have been 
converging since the close of the war. has 
been apparent to all imj>artial observers, 
and that they now near that confluence 
which shall unite them in a common deep- 
flowing stream of distinctive American 
civilization is certain. 
Another genera­ 
tion will witness the merger that is to 
make the citizenship of tlxe United States 
a unit in all that pertains to a rounded, 
strong and progressive civilization. 
Mr. Grady pointed out in a strain of 
elixjuenee horn of fervency and conviction, 
that great hopes, like valuable plants, are 
slow to flower and fruit; but, with him, we 
believe that from the union of the two 
lines of colonists whose settlement of the 
new world made Plymouth and Jamestown 
the representatives of distinct orders of 
civilizing influences; from the straighten­ 
ing of their purposes and the crossing of 
their blood, slow perfecting through a 
century, came, as the speaker phrased it, 
“ he who stands as the first typical Ameri­ 
can, the first who comprehended within 
him self all the strength and gentleness, 
all the majesty and grace of the Republic 
— Abraham Lincoln.” 
\\ e can well understand what the re­ 
porters meant to convey by the interjec­ 
tion at this point of “ loud and long con­ 
tinued applause,” for Mr. Grady 
had 
touched a responsive chord in the heart, 
not alone of New England, but of all 
the land, vibrating to the sentiment that 
the American people will crush out the 
venality that corrupts the tributaries of 
our 
political 
streams,.. and - taints the 
atmosphere o f our social system, and are 
to he kept together as a single national 
’aggregate by the bond of free government, 
and the recognition of human rights upon 
so broad a plane as has been content- 


plated in no other form of government, or 
system of civilization. 
Lincoln, according to Mr. Grady, was 
the sum of Puritan and Cavalier. 
H e was 
the fusing i>oint where began the develop­ 
ment of a new civilizing force greater and 
better, and wore humanizing than either 
of the two comiionents of its origin. 
In 
the words of the inspired orator— 
In his hom ely form w ere first gathered th e 
v ast and thrilling forces o f this ideal govern 
m en t—charging it w ith such trem endous m ean ­ 
in g and so elevating it above.hum an suffering, 
th a t m artyrdom , though infam ously aim ed, 
cam e as a fitting crown to a life consecrated 
from its cradle to hum an liberty. 
- 
And then he rounded out and crowned 
the period with this splendid appeal: 
Let us. each cherishing his traditions and 
honoring his fathers, build w ith reverent hands 
to th e type o f th is sim ple but sublim e life, in 
w hich afl types are honored, and in the com ­ 
m on glory we shall win as A m ericans there w ill 
be plenty and to spare for your forefathers and 
for m ine. 
When the chivalry of the South stands 
in the banqueting halls of the remains 
of Puritanism at the North, and wins its 
loudest plaudits for its trumpet tones of 
patriotism, it is significant of that develop­ 
ment in national life that is working out 
and into symmetrical form a new North and 
a new South, which are to be lost each in 
the other, and evolve by the merger, the 
ideal type of Americanism. 
As Mr. Grady put it, there is already a 
new South, but not as a protest against 
the old, but because of new conditions, 
new adjustments, new ideas and aspira­ 
tions. 
And, though his remarks were of 
necessity brief, this man of the new South 
some glimpses of the causes that 


have led up to this new order. 
For in 
stance, he declared that the South has 
found that the negro free counts for more 
than the negro enslaved; that towns and 
cities and manufactories are better than 
theories or partisan politics. It has learned 
that one sturdy, industrious Northern im­ 
migrant is worth fifty raw foreigners. 
it has sm oothed th e path to th e southw ard, 
w iped out th e place w here Mason an d Dixon - 
lin e used to he. and hung our. Inteh-string out to 
you a n d yours. We have established thrift in 
citv and country. W e have fallen in love w ith 
w ork. 
We have restored com ion to hom es fropi 
w hich culture an d elegance never departed 
We have let econom y tak e root and spread 
am ong us as ra n k as th e crab-gras^ which 
sprung from Sherm an's cavalry cutups, until we 
are readv to lay odds on the < ¿corpa Yankee as 
he squeezes pure oüve-oil out of his eotton-seed. 
agaiiiH anv Down-Easier th at ever swapped 
wooden nutm egs for 11 annul sausages in th e val­ 
leys of Vermont. Above all. we know that we 
have achieved in these “ piping tim es of peace” 
a fuller iudei**ndence for the South th an th at 
w hich o u r forefathers sought to win in the forum 
by th e ir eloquence, or compel on the field by 
tjicir swords. 
And this was not mere post-prandial 
humor, or elegantlv-phrased banquet con­ 
ventionality. 
On the contrary, the great 
undercurrent of truth that flowed It! sw 
and up-bore these pleasant expression-, was 
manifest to all present when he declared 
that the South was emancipated by defeat. 
And so it was, and so we have always 
believed. 
It was set free from the degrad­ 
ation of involuntary serv itude, which in 
all lands and under all condition,- has 
harmed more of those wlm enjoyed its 
fpuits than those with whom it entered 
into baleful competition. 
The war eman­ 
cipated the South from the slavery of sen­ 
timent, and set before its eyes the splendid 
realities of unshackled industry. 
It freed 
it front the liondage of exclusiveness, and 
taught it the universal lesson of humanity. 
It removed from its eyes the glass which 
distorted the purpose of the war to its 
vision, and revealed to it the great truth 
tlxat battle was done for the principle of 
Federalism, which alone can make and 
keep us a united and contented (tenpie, the 
indivisible union of sovereign States— or, 
as John Fiske had it, titan whom none 
other lias so well phrased it: 
T he principle th a t the people o f a State shall 
have full aud entire control of ih eir own do­ 
m estic affairs w hich directly concern ¡hem 
only, bu t th a t as regards m atters o fcom m on con­ 
cern betw een a group of States, a decision shall 
In ever ycase be reached, not by brutal w arfare 
o r by w eary diplom acy, but by th e system atic 
legislation of a central G overnm ent w hich rep­ 
resents both -States and people, and whose de­ 
cisions can alw ays be enforced, if necessary, by 
th e com bined physical pow er o f all the S ta te s." 
It did more than this for the South and 
the North. 
The war in emancipating 
them from sectionalism taught them the 
kinship of Americans; revealed to them 
the truth that no division of civilization 
in a nation is compatible with enduring 
institutions; that we must grow into a 
unit of nationalism, so to put it, with 
neither division of purpose nor of method; 
absorbing only such elements as contribute 
to our 
unity and 
strength; rejecting 
those that are antagonistic in the slightest 
degree to the ideal of the new civilization, 
springing from the conjunction and final 
indistinguishable m ingling of two great 
elements of English ideas, and which, ere 
the close of another half century, will 
stand out immeasurably greater as a po­ 
litical aggregation and a social force, than 
any ever known to the history of man. 
In short, the war, in Itegetting a new 
South, 
indelibly 
impressed 
upon the 
American people a sense of the true value 
of the principle of Federalism. 
Greece 
was a nation divided into independent 
States under distinct Governments, but 
united into confederacies for limited pur­ 
poses, and without the bond of central 
power to hold them in political unity, or 
to check the abnormal developments of 
State indejieudence and local patriotism. 
The .American people have learned the 
folly of such attempted unions, and com­ 
mon in tongue, purpose and aspiration, 
have been horn anew and baptized with 
inviolable fealty to the federalism that 
m ikes us a nation, while it preserves to us 
independence as States.

TEE UNIVERSITY BILL. 


The bill to give the State University a 
fixed income derivable from a regular rate 
collection annually, as are other taxes, 
would appear to be in .the line of true 
economy. 
Thus, the bill provides for an 
annual ad valorem tax ef one cent on 
each 8100 of assessed valuation, to be put 
into what is to be known as the University 
fund, to be disbursed solely for the use of 
the State University and to be accounted 
for in reports of the Regents to the Execu­ 
tive. 
The University lias biennially been 
a beggar at the bar of the Legislature. 
It 
does not deserve to be placed in that atti­ 
tude. 
It must be either supported or 
abandoned ; the thought of the latter al­ 
ternative is not to be entertained for a 
moment. 
To support it properly, its in­ 
come should not be dependent upon politi­ 
cal contingencies or spasms of either legis­ 
lative economy or generosity. 
To give it 
the one cent the bill asks is not to expend, 
at present at least, more, or as much, as we 
now do by direct appropriation*-. 
These 
appropriations have heretofore amounted 
to quite the same, on a general average, to 
that the bill proposes to make a fixed in­ 
come. 
Establishing a stated income will 
really conserve economy of administra­ 
tion at the University, since the manage­ 
ment will realize the necessity of livin; 
within the income, and that it will prove 
a barrier to special appeals for appro­ 
priations. 
Under the appropriation sys­ 
tem, all the plans of the University bridge 
only the gap between legislative sessions, 
and hence the policy of the institution is 
cribbed 
and 
confined, and lacks 
that 
breadth and confidence essential to the 
usefulness of the University to the people 
of the State. 
Moreover, the stated in­ 
come, measured by a rate upon assessable 
values, provides for the advancement of 
the University contemporaneously with 
the growth of the State. 
The State 
University 
is 
essentially 
the 
peo­ 
ple’s school, and in 
the purest sense 
the poor man’s school. 
The rich can ed­ 
ucate their children where they jilease. 
The best heritage the poor man can leave 
his child is a thorough education, for in 
the struggle for existence it is brain and 
brawn, not brawn alone, that wins. 
The 
poor man can place his son or daughter at 
the State University absolutely free of 
tuition fees, in any of the several colleges 
of agriculture, mining, geology, metal-’ 
lurgy, mechanics, chemistry, civil engineer­ 
ing, and so on through a long list. ’So, 
too, the University is' the rich man’s 
school, since it affords his sons and daugh­ 
ters as broad advantages for education as 
can be obtained elsewhere, notwithstand­ 
ing the traditional halo of superiority that 
crowns older institutions. 
Every reason 
offers, therefore, for the bill to fix the in­ 
come of the University receiving 
the 
approval of all classes of tax-payers and 
every friend of popular education. 


in single hands is bat little known, for, as 
a rule, it is nearly all employed in the con­ 
servation of great industries, and the de­ 
velopment of the country.

little kept in view the fact that private 
large fortunes are in the main used in 
America for general public employment or 
public education. 
Not all, by any means, 
of the great benefactions of wealth are 
made widely public, millions lieing given 
to aid mechanics, science, art and popular 
education and public and private charities 
of which we hearwery little through orrii- 
nrrv news channels.

THE 
WAR 
UPON 
THE 
RAILROADS. 


It would appear by the activity among 
the anti-railroad elements that a methodi­ 
cal and determined onslaught is to be made 
upon the transcontinental lines that have 
financial relations with the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. 
Such assaults, it is probably ex­ 
pected, by tending to depreciate securities, 
will afiord speculators a field for special 
activity, and redound to the interest of 
rival lines that are not included in the list 
of roads which, apparently, some one is 
seeking to cripple. 
Such efforts are not 
new— they have been made before this- 
But it must remain that no new facts will 
be developed. 
In past years the ground 
has been traveled over repeatedly. 
( if 
course there can be but one result of all at­ 
tempts of this character, and that is to in­ 
jure the material interests of the whole 
country. 
The transportation bu-iness is 
too intimately bound up with general 
trade and industrial interests for one to 
suffer and the other escape. 
The true 
policy would, to the just mind, appear to 
be 
to 
encourage 
lines 
with 
obliga­ 
tions to 
the 
Federal Government, to 
new efforts to their discharge ; to stimulate 
the low rate tendency of commercial com­ 
petitive laws, instead of attempting that 
legal equalization which has invariably 
proved delusive and impracticable. 
The 
fact is, as Mr. Poor in his recent admirable 
monograph has stated: 


Experience has fully show n th at in a country 
like th e U nited States, w here the construction 
of railroads is open to all. the best results are 
secured by leaving such w orks, as to th e ir op­ 
erations, to th e control and guidance of natural 
laws, to w hich they are as m uch am enable as 
are th e other enterprises or industries of the 
country. The great object of all such organiza­ 
tions or enterprises is to secure business or p at­ 
ronage by th e excellence and cheapness of the 
articles they produce, or of the services they 
arc 
ailed upon to perform —a stronger m otive 
to upright and business-like conduct th an can 
be supplied from uny other source. 


Further on the same . competent statis­ 
tician has shown, and fortified the showing 
by exhaustive mathematical proofs that: 


The surplus products of the interior have 
th eir m arkets w ithin a narrow belt of territory 
lying along th e A tlantic sca-hoard. W heat will 
riot bear transportation over earth roads for dis­ 
tances g reater th an 350 m iles before the cost of 
its carnage equals its value. 
Indian corn w ill 
not bear transportation over ordinary highw ays 
for distances g reater th an 150 m iles 
W ith ra il­ 
roads. th e area, the products of w hich can be 
sent to m arket, now includes our continent. To 
accom plish such a result charges had to be re­ 
duced in ratio to th e di-tauee over w hich the 
products of th e interior h ad to be transported to 
reach th eir m arkets. Such a reduction is as 
m uch a m atter of justice as o f econom y. The 
necessities 
ot 
those 
living 
far 
inland 
is 
alw ays 
to 
be 
considered ; 
otherw ise 
th eir products could not be sent to m arket. 
They can lie considered, tite relative cost of the 
" long haul,” as it is term ed, being m uch 
less th an th at of the " s h o rt h a u l." An ideal 
system of transportation in a country lik e the 
U nited States would be one by w hich the pro­ 
ducer should suffer no disadvantage on account 
of his distance from m arket—one by w hich th e 
w heat growers in D akota should receive the 
Fame profit on th eir crop as th e growers in th e 
Genesee valley. Such a system is not possiole, 
but the railroad com panies have gone so far in 
reducing charges th at w ith th eir cheaper and 
more fertile soil th e farm ers of D akota are not, 
on th e whole, at a disadvantage w ith th e farm ­ 
ers in Genesee valley, although th e form er are 


THE SHADOW OF A BILL. 


The constitutionality of the interstate 
commerce bill, should it become a law, 
ought to be tested early, and the earlier 
the better, 
it is the sense of some of'the 
best legal thinkers of the country that it 
is unconstitutional. 
Already the pro­ 
jected shadow of_its threat has fallen across 
the path of tite fruit-growers of California, 
and menaces the fruit interests so seriously 
as greatly to depress investors. 
Instead of 
regulating commerce it destroys it, and as 
destruction in any degree is not regulation, 
the bill is unconstitutional. 
It is dis­ 
criminating without 
reason, and thus 
crosses at right angles guaranteed rights 
of the people to trade with each other on 
equal terms before the law. 
It proposes 
to give to one freedom to charge what he 
pleases for carriage of goods, and to deny 
the right to another similarly situated, 
and is, therefore, unconstitutional. 
As 
Senator Evarts puts it, “ It does not estab­ 
lish justice, or insure]domestic tranquillity, 
or promote the general welfare, and is 
therefore unconstitutional.” 
It, in effect, 
seizes property without compensation be­ 
ing first made, since to deprive of control 
is to divest one of the only material ele­ 
ment of ownership, and it is, therefore, 
unconstitutional. 
There are other reasons 
for the conclusion, and for all or some of 
these, the bill will 
not pass the ordeal 
of the Courts. 
The character of the “Act” 
inspires the hope 
that 
it will 
have 
no 
vitality 
left 
in 
it when 
it 
does 
reach 
tite law 
tribunals, for 
its 
injustice and ltarsh discrimination, its 
lodgment in a commission of the extra­ 
ordinary power to suspend its operation in 
one case, and give it effectiveness in an- 
otlier ; its cross purposes* to commercial 
laws; its diametrically antagonistic atti­ 
tude to that of ordinarv trade-regulations, 
ought to make it a dead letter—one of that 
class that fails because public sentiment 
does not consent to its enforcement. 


Tin: New York Evening Post, which re­ 
fused to sympathize with editor Stead of 
the Pali M id! Gazette, and insisted upon 
his punishment, has changed its views 
since the reports of the Colin Campbell 
divorce case, and now joins 
-mail army 
of journals battling for such restriction as 
will secure decency in the newspapers that 
find their way into tite family circle. 
Of 
course it must come to this eventually, 
else the foundations of society will become 
utterly corrupt, and innocence and purity 
of thought lie known no more among the 
children of the land. 
So long as the news­ 
paper is j-ermitted to contaminate the 
household that the newspaper manager’s 
purse may fatten upon the greed of a 
vicious taste, society prostitutes itself to 
private cupidity. 
We regret to find the 
Oregonian ajiologiztng for such vicious 
publications as the reports of the Campbell 
case. 
It declares it did not publish the 
matter because it took delight in it, but in 
order to render its work complete within 
its sphere. 
That is simply begging the 
question. 
It assumes that tlie “ complete” 
newspaper must contain scurrilous recitals 
as well as decent ones. 
Now, in truth, the 
trial of the Campbell case was not news, 
not public projicrty, not legitimately cur­ 
rent news, and not by reason of the aristo­ 
cratic character of the parties to it, any 
more important than similar noxious de­ 
velopments in a case between a chimney 
sweep and a strumpet. 
“ But,” the Orego­ 
nian replies. “ the latter the people do not 
want, and no good can come of such publi­ 
cation.” 
But what evidence has our con­ 
temporary of the demand in one case, or 
the non-demand in the other? 
Either 
would be food for depraved tastes. 
That 
the Campbells are of the aristocracy of 
England, does not make their crimes “aw- 
lul examples.” 
“ But the report revealed 
the hollowness of an aristocracy’s preten­ 
sions,” exclaims the Portland paper. Suj>- 
pose it d id? and again, What of it? 
Can 
that compensate for the injury such read­ 
ing does to the young? Must such exjiosure 
be made at the expense of the purity of 
mind of the maidens of the land? 
Must 
American homes be whelmed in printed 
filth, that the rottenness of an English 
aristocrat's household may be exposed ? 
And, by the way, who is to judge of the 
degree of prominence of the parties that 
justifies publicity ? 
The truth 
is, the 


papers which published the Campbell re­ 
ports were put upon the defensive from 
the outset, and in such a case, to defend is 
to confess the wrong. 


BENEFACTIONS OF WEALTH. 


The donation of a million of dollars bv a 
wealthy citizen to the city of Worcester, 
Massachusetts, to found an educational in ­ 
stitution, is 
another 
evidence 
of the 
growth of the liberal spirit among the 
rich. 
After all the carping at the wealthy, 
it remains that in America great fortunes 
do not long remain in single hands. Proba­ 
bly more distribution of money for the 
good of men is made in this country, in 
proportion to the number of the wealthy, 
than in any land under the sun. 
Even 
where the rich do not become their own 
executors, on death the distribution of 
their money into many channels is almost 
certain to take place. 
There 
is not, 
properly, such a thing 
as the hoard­ 
ing of money in this country. 
It Ls nearly 
all put into activity, and its aggregation

The evidence was insufficient, and 
the defendants were discharged.

Mrs. Caroline Wiezel, m other of the de­ 
fendant. was recalled. W itness said that 
after the birth of Josephine’s infant and 
she had recovered from her illness, she 
would take the child up to her room and 
sit for hours gaziDg at it in an abstracted 
m anner. 
Re-cross—At the tim e of my visit to 
Klein's on the night of the alleged outrage, 
did not say that I should not have cared so 
m uch about the affair if young Kuchler 
had not told all about it, and that my hus­ 
band was then at hom ew hipping Josephine. 
Witness adm itted that she thought, even 
though a rape had been committed, that 
the only proper thing to he done was to in ­ 
sist upon Klein’s m arrying his victim. 
Ex-Police Judge H enry was the next 
witness. 
He had had opportunities for 
noticing the m anner and conduct of per­ 
sons who had committed crime. 
Judge 
H enry then recited the event of Miss 
Wiezel calling upon him and the City 
Attorney in May. 
to m ake a complaint 
against Jacob Klein for rape. 
He heard a 
portion of her siatm ent made at the time. 
The conduct ol Miss Wiezel was strange 
and peculiar. Some of the time she was 
serious, and at others flippant. H er eyes 
had a peculiar, glassy expression. After 
that he had two or three interviews with 
her, and at each her m anner seemed about 
the same. 
W itness had an interview with 
Klein at her solicitation. 
W hen witness 
told ber of Klein’s final refusal to accede to 
her demand, she became greatly agitated. 
She said that if he did not marry her she 
w ould shoot him. but witness did not think 
she talked as if sbe meant it. 
He said to 
her : " You have told me you never shot a 
pistol and would not know how to use 
one.’’ She replied that she would “ pull 
the ham m er hack, grasp the weapon with 
both haDds, shut her eves and pull the 
trigger.” This statement she supplemented 
with a hysterical laugh, 
\\ itness was 
questioned’ as 
to his opportunities 
of 
noting the peculiarities of insane persons. 
H e considered him self quite capable of 
judging of a person's m ental condition. 
The prosecution objected to witness giv­ 
ing any testimony in regard to his opinion 
as to the m ental condition of the defend­ 
ant, on the ground that he was not a com­ 
petent expert in such matters. 
Objection 
sustained. 
W itness 'resum ing! related what 
oc­ 
curred at the station-house on the night of 
K lein’s death. The defendant said to him, 
"Judge, you didn’t think I would do it, did 
you " and then broke out into a hysterical 
laugh. 
On subsequent occasions witness 
noticed that the defendant was strangely 
calm under the circumstances. 
W itness 
was questioned as to the impressions made 
upon him regarding the sanity of defend­ 
ant, but notallow ed to answer. 
On one 
occasion the defendant came down town 
dressed in a very improper m anner. She 
wore a thin dress, beneath which there 
seemed to be little or no undergarments. 
On cross-examination 
witness •related 
what occurred at the interview between the 
defendant and Klein in his presence. The 
defendant rem inded Klein of the condition 
in which she was. and demanded that he 
should marry her and save her from 
shame. 
Klein replied that her family 
had abused 
his m other, and that he 
did 
not 
know 
why 
he 
should 
be 
compelled 
to m arry her. 
Klein 
said 
something to the effect that be was not re 
sponsible for her condition. She replied, 
• As sure as this child has but one lather, 
just so surely are you its father 1" 
W itness 
did not hear Klein accuse her of being in­ 
tim ate with Kirk, and demand to know 
why she did not m arry him. and she did 
not’ reply that she would if he were old 
enough. 
Miss Wiezel did say that she 
wanted Klein to m arry her, and that if he 
was too poor her folks would help them. 
Klein did not, in witness' presence, ex­ 
pressly charge Miss Wiezel with being un­ 
chaste. 
In lier first interview w ith witness 
the defendant spoke of the alleged outrage 
as having occurred in the earlier part of 
February. At the interview in his pres­ 
ence between Klein and the defendant, 
Klein seemed to be unconcerned as to her 
demand for marriage, and rather defiant in 
his m anner. 
At one tim e the defendant 
told witness that she ha 1 consulted some 
old woman in regard to avoiding becoming 
a mother, and at his request she brought to 
him the medicine prescribed for her. 
J. X. Young, attorney, was called and 
questioned as to his knowledge of m ental 
diseases, and his experience in m atters in 
which the question of insanity was in­ 
volved. 
W itness said he had read and 
studied m any authorities on the subject. 
He had several interviews 
with 
Miss 
Wiezel, who sought his advice in relation 
to her trouble with Klein. She explained 
her condition to him , and witness advised 
her against m aking a complaint against 
Klein for rape, because ol the damaging 
effect such publicity would have upon her 
reputation. 
Miss 
Wiezel, 
in 
making 
threats against Klein, did not seem to real­ 
ize their serious nature. 
The prosecution at this point objected to 
witness testifying as an expert on insanity, 
and he was subjected by Mr. Bruner to a 
close inquiry concerning bis researches in 
that direction. Among other cases that 
witness had tried was that of a Chinaman 
charged with m urder. 
He could not recall 
just what the defense was, but he presumed 
there was a defense made, as his client was 
acquitted. 
Pending the further exam ination of wit­ 
ness a re c e s s was taken till 1:30 p. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
M". Young resumed his testimony. H e 
was asked as to what impression was made 
pon his m ind by the m anner of ihe de­ 
fendant. 
He answered that, in his opin­ 
ion, her mental equilibrium bad been un­ 
settled. 
C ross-exam ined: 
Along in 
February 
the defendant called upon witness to con­ 
sult him professionally in regard to the al­ 
leged assault upon lier by Klein, and m en­ 
tioned ber condition. 
W itness was quite 
certain that her first visit was between the 
1st and 10th of February. 
Judge Henry was recalled and asked as 
to what impression the m anner and con­ 
duct of the defendant had made upon him . 
W itness had been impressed with the 
idea that the girl was, to a certain extent, 
m entally irresponsible. 
J. M. Sullivan, a police officer, testified 
to a long but casual acquaintance with the 
defendant. W itness assisted in m aking the 
arrest on the night of the shooting. Pie 
thought the defendant did not realize the 
lull import of her act, as she seemed to be 
quite indifferent as to the consequences. 
W itness did not regard her as being in ber 
right mind. 
On cross-examination, witness related 
w hat occurred at defendant’s house on the 
night of the shooting and of her arrest, and 
reasserted his belief that at the tim e her 
m ind was unbalanced. P’ormerly she was 
of a jolly disposition, but ber m anner had 
chan geu greatly. 
Chief of Police Diiiman was called. He 
first knew defendant shortly before the 
homicide. 
After 
her arrest she acted 
strangely, and did not seem to understand 
her situation. She would roil her eyes 
about in a peculiar manner. The im ­ 
pression made upon witness was that her 
inind was not right. 
Nothing new was developed by the cross­ 
examination. 
Mrs. W. H . Greenlaw, a sister of the de­ 
fendant, was the next witness. She related 
bow, prior to defendant's trouble with 
Klein, sbe was a free-hearted, vivacious 
girl, fr.ll of life and spirit. After her trou­ 
ble with Klein Josephine became greatly 
changed in m anner, was uncheerful and 
morose, and avoided witness whenever the 
latter called. She became regardless of her 
personal appearance and paid little or no 
attention to her dress. 
Mr. Johnson here offered in evidence the 
deposition of J. M. Hawkins, of Silver 
City. New Mexico, who—while a reporter 
on the B n . in Sacramento—had several 
interviews with the defendant after the 
shooting of Klein. 
The deposition was to 
the effect that witness was impressed with 
the beliei that the defendant was laboring 
under great mental strain, and did no: 
seem to realize the horror of the crime she 
bad committed. 
Mrs G. E. Kuchler. Jr. was the next 
witness called. 
W itness is a sister of the 
defendant. She testified that Josephine 
was a cheerful, am iable eirl prior to Feb- 
rnary, 18S6. reasonably fond of dress, and 
alw ays neat in aopearknee. After that date 
she became greatly changed, both mentally 
and in regffrd to her dress and nabits. 
Mrs. Fred W. Day. another sister of the 
defendant, w aj called for the purpose of 
establishing the «ame fact? testified to by 


the last witness. 
W itness’ testimony was 
substantially to the same effect—namely, 
that after 'February, 1886, she was less 
cheerful than formerly, slack in her habits, 
etc. The day after the homicide the de­ 
fendant’s m anner was so strange as to alarm 
witness while in her presence. 
John Wiezel, Jr., a brother of the defend­ 
ant. testified on the same subject, and sub­ 
stantiated the testimony given by other 
members of the family. 
Frank F. Mills was the next witness. He 
testified that he had a conversation with 
Klein on the 0th day of June, 1880, in a sa­ 
loon in this city, arid was asked to relate 
wbat Klein said at the tim e regarding his 
relations with the defendant. 
W itness 
said that Klein admitted to him that he 
had "played h e ll" —that Miss Wiezel was 
in a delicate condition by him . 
When 
asked why he did not m arry her, he re­ 
plied : "M arry be d—d! 
I have a better 
thing at the Elite Theater—a daisy,” etc. 
Nothing new was elicited on cross-ex­ 
am ination, witness repeating his direct tes­ 
timony with interesting minuteness. It 
produced quite a sensation. 
Mrs. Rose Bonheim. an aged lady, testi­ 
fied to having called at tbé home of the de­ 
fendant on the m orning after the alleged 
outrage by Klein, and described the bruises 
and marks of violence found upon the per­ 
son of Miss 
Wiezel. 
H er eyes were 
blackened, and her lower limbs showed 
several severe bruises. 
John Wiezel. the father of defendant, was 
placed on the stand for the purpose of es­ 
tablishing the date of the alleged outrage 
by Klein upon his daughter, which he said 
occurred in February, 1880. In reply to a 
question as to whether or not insanity bad 
ever existed in his family, witness testified 
'.hat a brother of his is at present an in­ 
mate of an insane asylum in Germany. 
[His brother's insanity having occurred 
since witness left Germany, the testimony 
of witness on this 
point was ordered 
stricken out.] 
George E. Kuchler, Jr., was called, and 
testified as to the date of the alleged out­ 
rage on defendant, which witness said hap­ 
pened in the early part of February, 1880. 
W itness also testified :<> the changed m an­ 
ner of defendant since the shooting. 
On cross-examination, witness said that 
on the m orning after the alleged outrage he 
saw the defendant, but could not rem em ­ 
ber having seen any scratches or bruises on 
her face. 
Frank G. Swift was called, and when Mr. 
Johnson asked him if he remembered a 
statem ent he had made to him (Johnson) 
concerning a conversation that occurred 
between him (witnesSI and Klein, evi­ 
dently much to the surprise and chagrin 
of the attorney, the witness denied having 
ever held any conversation with him on 
the subject. 
For a m oment Mr. Johnson was speech­ 
less w ith surprise, and as soon as he recov­ 
ered command of his voice said, in as calm 
a m anner as possible, "That will do, Mr. 
S w ift: you are excused." and Swiftstepped 
down and out. 
Mr. Johnson, greatly ex­ 
cited, followed him into the hall, where, it 
is said, he charged him with gross falsifi­ 
cation. 
At 5 o’clock r. m. the Court adjourned 
until 10 o’clock to-day. 


INCIDENTS OF THE COURT—ROOM. 
Mrs. Wiezel, the m other of the defendant, 
is greatly prostrated by the hum iliation 
and excitem ent consequent upon the trial 
of her daughter on so grave a charge, and 
had to be removed from the Court-house 
yesterday to her home. 
A large num ber of ladies, old and young, 
have been present each day, and all. ap­ 
parently, deeply 
sym pathize with 
tiñe 
young and unfortunate m other who is on 
trial for her life. 
The defendant was greatly moved yester­ 
day when witness Milis detailed the alleged 
conversation had with Klein just previous 
to his death, in which the latter was re­ 
ported to have spoken so brutally of the 
ruined girl. Tears ran down her eheeks, 
while the witness told his story, and it was 
evident that the recital called up in her 
m ind agonizing reminiscences. 
It is understood that the testimony will 
he confined to that of medical experts, and 
it is possible the case may go to the jury 
to-night. 
____________ 


R e c o v e r e d J u d g m e n t . 
It will be remembered that during the 
H arlan trial, held a few m onths ago, the 
W oodland Opera House was rented by C. 
H . Garoutte. Judge of the .Superior Court 
—or rather. Sheriff Beamer reuted it at the 
order of theC ourt. This was done because 
• ; the large crowds tin t wanted to bear 
the case, but could not get into Ihe small 
Court room, and also because it was un­ 
bearably hot. A t the dose of the trial, 
Mr. Beals, of this city, lessee of the Opera 
House, presented a bill to the Board of Su­ 
pervisors lor rent, but they refused to pay 
it, as also did they refuse to pay the jan i­ 
tor’s fees. Suit was then commenced in 
the Superior Court of Yolo county, for the 
rental and janitor's fees, aggregating about 
8150. The case came up to-day, says the 
W oodland Democrat of Thursday, at 1 p. si., 
at the Court-room, before Judge Buckles, 
of Solano county. 
E. R. Bush appeared 
for the plaintiff, and District Attorney 
Sprague for the county. 
After the testi­ 
mony. etc., had been taken. Judge Buckles 
rendered a decision in favor of Mr. Beals 
for the whole amount, holding that Judge 
Garoutle had authority to change the place 
of holding Court under the circumstances. 


W h ere Is H e? 
The friends of Mitchell Mott, familiarly 
called " Yankee Mott,” are anxious to ob­ 
tain inform ation concerning him. H e re­ 
sided for about a score of years near Frank­ 
lin, in this county, on his ranch,.which is 
quite a large one, but for a few years past 
has made the State House Hotel, in Sacra­ 
mento, his headquarters, having rente 1 his 
farm to George Morse. 
Last April he 
stated that he was going to visit a friend 
residing in the m ountains, and that was 
the last seen of him here. 
It appears, 
however, that he did not go to ihe m oun­ 
tains, nor to visit relatives or friends in the 
East or elsewhere, so far as can be learned, 
lie left a valise at the State House, which 
was opened and found to contain a consid­ 
erable sum of money. He was about 70 
years of age, unm arried, of good habits, but 
afflicted with an incurable disease, which 
worried him greatly and caused him to be 
so despondent in spirit at times that it is 
feared he may have committed suicide.

A WONDERFUL PRIMER OF THE 
OLD TIME. 


H ow Our G reat Gre'at-Grandfathers 
in New E ngland L earned 
. 
t« H ead. 


The Forum has been printing a series of 
articles from prominent men, entitled 
“ How 1 was Educated." In writing of the 
earlier Americans one is tempted to shift 
the emphasis and say "How were they 
educated ?”—and if there were an intelli­ 
gent echo within hearing it would reply 
“ The New England Primer.” This di­ 
minutive compilation, of less than a hun­ 
dred pages, carried on for more than 150 
years a warfare against irreligión and ignor­ 
ance, anil can well claim a victory, though 
its thousands perished in the conflict, and 
it approached so near to extermination as 
to place the few survivors on the shelf, 
a'ong with the battle-ax, the ianee,and 
other weapons of an earlier time, under the 
broad definition of “ curiosities.” 
Of the origin of tbe printer we know 
nothing. The flrst and many succeeding 
editions are unknown, having fallen in 
battle, leaving no straggler even to tell of 
the army that started with so much cour­ 
age, clad in their plate armor of neat little 
oak covers ; which shows us how intense 
and bitter must have been the conflict, 
from which even no victor escaped. One 
of the early declarations of war has. how­ 
ever, been saved, and gives us the first clew 
we are able to iind of one of these armies 
and battles that have no history :

Even this, however, is but a bare sug­ 
gestion, and the first survivor of which we 
know anything deiinite is one printed in 
1737 (though there is a rumor current 
among “ the elect ” that an earlier edition 
has found refuge in that great mausoleum 
of books called the Lenox library), with 
tbe following title:

This edition contains two woodcut por­ 
traits, one of “ The Pope, or Man of Sin,” 
and the other of King George II., both so 
awesome in their hideousness that any fair- 
minded jury would give both these gentle­ 
men large damages if they could only 
bring a suit for iibel against " T. Fleet,” or 
whoever engraved them. On the death of 
George II. his portrait was replaced in the 
new edition by “ King George the Third, 
Crown'd Sept. 22. 1761, Whom God Pre­ 
serve;” but in a few years they had 
changed their tune: that inscription was 
removed, and the identical woodcut became 
‘‘The Hon. John Hancock, Esq. President 
of the Continental Congress.” 
On his 
glory fading, as it did toward the end of the 
Revolution, Washington took his place, 
and as long as it continued to be puhlished 
there was a constant though unconscious 
rivalry between him and Rev. Isaac Watts 
a3 to whose visage should ornament the 
most editions. 
The author of the werk is unknown; 
compiler would be a more proper word, for 
it is almost entirely made up from the 
writings of otiiers, which the printer of 
each edition varied according to his pleas­ 
ure. Yet each edition, like species in na­ 
tural history, contained certain " essential 
attributes ” which classed them, even more 
than the title-page, as the same work. First 
came two or three poems and prayers 
“ from Dr. Watts 
then the alphabet, fol­ 
lowed by combinations of two letters, 
words of one syllable (which were gradu­ 
ally increased to six), and “ A Lesson for 
Children.” in which they are warned, “ Be 
not a d u n c e a f t e r this comes the 
most famous portion, being the twenty- 
four little woodcuts, with the same 
number of little poems, one for each 
letter of the alphabet, J and U ex­ 
ceptad. perhaps because no rhyme could be 
made for them, but more probably because 
the book was compiled before those letters 
came into common use (which shows its 
great age), for tbe lack of poetic rhythm 
did not seem to be considered an objection, 
a, the following specimens will show :

is another difficult stanza to recite poet­

Zaceheus, he

Only shows us the m ad im prudence of 
Zaccheus, for he is represented in a tree so 
sm all as to be unsafe, w hile he is not over 
six inches above the heads of the adm iring 
m ultitude, w ho prefer the safer ground. 
Following these stanzas comes a short 
series of questions. “An Alphabet of Les­ 
sons for V outli,” being a lesson for each 
letter of the alphabet (except X, for which 
tbe author was unable to And a suitable 
word beginning with that trying letter, so 
he begins tbe sentence eXhort'; “ Prayers 
for Children,” etc.; then a number of 
names for men and women, almost entirely 
taken from the bible, which is no doubt 
partly responsible for the general use of 
them in New England in the last century; 
after which comes the engraving of John 
Rogers being burnt at the stake, the ex­ 
planation stating that “ Mr. John Rogers 
minister of the Gospel in London, was the 
first martyr in Queen Mary's reign, and 
was burnt at Smithfield February 14, 1554 ; 
his wife with nine small children, and one 
at her breast following liim to the stake, 
with which sorrowful sight he was not in 
the least daunted, but with wonderful pa­ 
tience died courageously.” It was in this 
that the apple of discord appeared. 
Were 
there nine small children or ten small chil­ 
dren ? Each engraver was compelled to 
settle the question for himself, usually de­ 
ciding on ten, but then every reader had to 
decide the same question, and the engrav­ 
ing was so poor that, like the famous pict­ 
ure of a steamer in a fog, by Turner—in 
which one sees one vessel, sometimes four 
—you never were quite sure whether a blot 
might not represent one of tbe rising gene­ 
ration. 
This is followed by Mr. Rogers' 
advice to his children, written a few days 
before his death, and was apparently in­ 
tended to be a poem, if we use John 


Keese’s infallible rule that everything is 
poetry in which every line begins with 
a capital, for there is no other sign 
o f‘it’ in this composition. The Shorter 
Catechism follows, with its appalling list of 
107 questions and answers, which must be 
gone through every Saturday afternoon and 
each “catechizing day,” when,at a call from 
the pulpit, each child was expected to wheel 
into the aisle, and, before the whole congre­ 
gation, answer the questions put by the 
minister, without hesitation and mistakes, 
or bring deep disgrace upon the whole fam­ 
ily. As ii this was not enough for tbe 
children to memorize-, Rev. John Cotton's 
catechism, or, as be called it, “ Spiritual 
Milk for American Babies, Drawn Out of 
the Breasts of Both Testaments for their 
Soul’s Nourishment,’’ was usually added, 
making in all 172 questions, with 
their 
answers, 
which the “ Ameri­ 
can Babes" were put through before 
they could even hope to become Chris­ 
tians. “ A Dialogue Between Christ, a 
Youth and the Devil” concludes tbe little 
volume, being a discussion between tbe 
three on salvation, and nothing proves 
stronger the wickedness of the devil than 
the fact that he has evidently been retained 
by tbe other ride, and has actually sold his 
own case. Naturally the “ Youth” is con­ 
verted before the end is reached, for a more 
ex-parte argument it would be difficult to 
find.Such were the component parts of this 
little warrior. Most ot its battles were 
fought in New England, but several of the 
armies tried to make conquests elsewhere. 
Ona army invaded that island which boasts 
that women have never seen an enemy at 
their door, but it found a rival army, 
called “ Royal Primer,” already in posses­ 
sion, “ with the approval of his gracious 
majesty,” and with this powerful enemy, 
backed by the corrupt influence of a court, 
it could not battle. Toward the south it 
marched as far at least as Philadelphia, 
if not further, but the surrounding 
conditions were not favorable, and it 
languished and died. 
It had 
been 
made for New England, arid needed the 
particular atmosphere it found there, but 
the conditions of even that country were 
slowly changing, while tbe “ essential at­ 
tributes” of the primer bad become fixed 
and incapable of alteration. Other school- 
books made their appearance—books with 
something readable. Slowly it retired be­ 
fore tbe improved species, making a stout 
fight against the “ shocking innovations of 
the age;” but its extinction was a foregone 
conclusion, and anyone desiring to see one 
of this chosen band must dig through 
many superimposed strata of fossil books 
before he meets with this first American 
school-book.—New York Past. 


LOVE'S SEASON. 


PORPOISE CATCHING. 
A B usiness th at W ould lie Profitable If 
tin e Could C atcli Enough Porpoises. 
A Groton man, Benjamin J. Gardiner, of 
Poquonnoc Bridge, who dwells at the head 
of i’aquonnoe estuary, in which oysters 
are raised on poles stuck in the mud, is try 
ing hard to do a paying business catching 
porpoises. Ail fishermen try to catch a 
porjioise it a chance offers, because it is a 
valuable fish, but no one ever tried to make 
porpoise catching a vocation until Gardi­ 
ner undertook to do it. His neighbors 
laughed at him. A year ago or more Cap­ 
tain Gardiner fitted out a eouple.of sail­ 
boats, hired a crew of eleven men, had a 
coarse seine made a half mile in length or 
longer, and saiied away to the porpoise 
grounds. Nearly all salt water harbors 
and estuaries are frequented by the fish, 
which come puffing and tumbling into 
them in chase of their prey—ail kinds of 
small fish. But the best ground is Coeeles 
Harbor at Shelter Island. 
In the waters of this harbor hundreds of 
porpoises are sometimes seen, and a wild 
and rollicking scene it is, with acres of the 
sleek, black animals tipping over and over 
like floating carboys, as they plunge after 
tiieir food. To a Landsman they seem to be 
doing it for fun, but it isserious’fun to them 
and to smaller fish. Shoals of mackerel, 
herring, bony fish, and, in the season, por- 
gies, are their game, and the sharp jaws of 
the porpoise, each armed with forty-five or 
fifty teeth, do murderous work that stains 
the sea with crimson. Often mackerel and 
herring shoals are driven near]}- on the 
beaches by their remorseless pursuers, or 
up broad rivers almost to the head of tide 
water. Porpoises have been seen in tbe 
Thames river as far north a; Kitemaug, 
seven or eight miles above the city, in pur­ 
suit ot flying bony fish. Captain Gardiner 
sailed into Coeeles harbor one day last 
summer, dropped bis big seine overboard, 
and next morning his men rolled half a 
dozen fat porpoises upon the beach. Sev­ 
eral other casts were made, but none was as 
successful as Captain Gardiner had antici­ 
pated that they would be. All through the 
summer be fished for porpoisps, but with 
only partial success. The big fellows broke 
through hi3 stout netting and away the 
whole shoal tush ad out through the opeu- 
ing. They toppled over his seine and 
wound themselves up in it, and so made it 
practically useless to stop the escape of the 
other fish until the snarl was straightened. 
Capt. Gardiner lost money trying to 
ca;ch porpoises last season, but be went to 
work again this spring with redoubled en­ 
ergy. He has not been successful yet: the 
catches have not remunerated him for the 
expenses of the trip. A week or more ago 
his cfew had two clays of fine Inck, taking 
nine porpoises on one day, and twenty-five 
on the next. So, not yet, have Capt. Gar­ 
diner’s elforts decided the question whether 
it will pay to systematically hunt porpoises, 
but he means to continue the business. 
The biggest porpoise he has caught weighed 
SCO pounds. The little ones weigh not 
more than 50 or 100 pounds. 
Not a particle of tbe porpoise is wasted 
in preparing it for tbe market. First, the 
skin is taken off, which is superior even to 
alligator hide for carriage leather and for 
shoes. The skin is nearly an inch thick, 
but it is planed down until it becomes 
nearly translucent. The blubber is tried 
out, yielding an oil equal to the best sperm 
oil for lubricating, and two other grades are 
made from the head and jaw. both being 
superior to that from tbe blubber. The 
jaw oil is used by jewelers and watchmak­ 
ers, who pay at the rate of $15 a gallon for 
it.The meat is cut out and sold to those who 
are fond of it. There is a tradition that 
anciently it was so highly esteemed that 
it was in demand for tbe table of royalty. 
In the time of Queen Elizabeth it was 
served to the nobles of England with 
bread crumbs and vinegar. It is a chief 
dainty of the Greenlanders. It is dark 
colored and bloody. The carcass of the 
porpoise is thrown iu with menhaden, and 
a little more oil is tried out of it, after 
which it becomes a fertilizer. An average 
porpoise is worth in all about $40. 
The trap commonly used to catch them 
with is a large net of strong rope, which is 
stretched over a large area of water, lager 
beer barrels being attached to the edges at 
intervals. Bv an annaralus worked frota 
trie shore tbelmrrels are forcibly submerged 
while the porpoises are coming into the 
grounds, and when a number of 
them arc directly over the net the strain on 
tbe barrels istrelaxed, and thev rise to the 
surface behind the fish, which find them­ 
selves imprisoned in a pen. It costs about 
$3.000 to equip a first-clasS trap.—.V. 1’.

R e m a in s o f M asto d o n s in G la ciers. 
In a recent letter to the Mining and Sci­ 
entific Prtiis. Justice Chenowetb says: Some 
years since the London Philosophical So­ 
ciety sent a committee of investigation to 
the Siberian coas', in the Arctic regions, 
for the purpose of deciding a question then 
being discussed by scientists concerning 
the remains of the mastodon found there 
so plentifully. That commission reported 
that in their opinion those anim als never 
inhabited that coast, but that the remains 
now found there were of anim als that had 
been carried from more southern regions 
by rivers which tiow into the Arctic ocean. 
There is, in a recent published newspaper, 
an account of a Mr. Mercier, an Alaskan 
explorer, having found on the surface of a 
glacier 850 miles front the m onth o f th e 
Yukon river, the remains of an “ Antedi­ 
luvian forest, " six feet in thickness, and 
associated witli it mastodon remains in 
such abundance that he collected about 
four tuns of them where the glacier was be­ 
ing dissolved at the margin of the stream . 
He states that some of the tusks were ten 
feet in length. 
Heretofore explorers have 
frequently given descriptions of mastodon 
remains and extensive beds 
of timber 
found in the Arctic regions, but this is the 
first instance w ithin my knowledge of such 
finding on the surface of a glacier. Such 
an occurrence as this cannot rationally be 
explained by any generally aceepted the­ 
ory relating to such matters, it proves con­ 
clusively. in connection with other facts, 
that the remains of tropical anim als and 
extensive deposits of timber, now found in 
the Arctic regions, have been carried there 
by the waters at the tim e of a universal de­ 
luge. 
By such an hypothesis, a clear ex­ 
planation may be given of this and num er­ 
ous other facts connected with the science 
ot geology inexplicable under any other 
supposition. The importance of this qties- 
| tion will be manifest when it is considered 
| that if the theory here proposed be ac- 
j eepted as the correct one, it will revolution­ 
; ize the present system of geological chro- 
j nologv, and dissipate entirely the Darwin- 
| ian theory of evolution which ¡3 based 
| upon it. 
In this connection it is pertiner* 
j to rem ark that it is surprising that a man 
of so much learning and of such extensive 
i travel as Darwin should form such an er­ 
roneous conclusion relating to natural his­ 
tory as he has manifested in the treatise on 
the earthworm . Confining his particular 
observation to a small area on one of the

A NOBLE SPEECH. 


DELIVERED BEFORE THE NEW 
ENGLAND SOC1ETV. 


A n Oration of Power. Truth and 
Beauty—W hat Those o f the 
New South Hold. 


At the recent annual banquet of the Mew 
England Society, H. \Y. Grady, of the At­ 
lanta (Ga.) Constitution, responded to the 
toast, “ The New South.' From extracts 
here and there published of that speech, 
we are enabled to present the following 
parts of a remarkable address that has 
commanded the attention of the people of 
the nation : 
WHAT THE SEW SOUTH MEANS. 
In speaking to the toast with which you 
have honored me I accept the term,/' The 
New South,” as in no sense disparaging to 
the Old. Dear to tue, sir, is the home of 
my childhood and the traditions of my 
people. There is a New South, not through 
protest against the Old, but because of new 
conditions, new adjustments, and. if you 
please, new ideas and aspirations, it is to 
this that I address myself. I ask you, gen­ 
tlemen. to picture if you can the footsore 
soldier, who, buttoning up in his faded 
gray jacket the parole which was taken, 
testimony to his children of his fidelity and 
faith, turned his face homeward from Ap- 
pomaiox in April, 1865. Think of him as 
ragged. half-starved, heavy-hearted, en­ 
feebled by want and wounds, hav 
ing fought to exhaustion, he sur­ 
renders his gun, wrings the hands of 
his comrades, and lifting his tear-stained 
and pallid face for the last time to the 
graves that dot the old Virginia hills, pulls 
his gray cap over his brow and begins the 
slow and painful journey. What does he 
find—let me ask you, who went to your 
homes eager to find all the welcome you 
had justly earned, full payment for your 
four years’ sacrifice—what does he find 
when he reaches the home he left four 
years before ? He finds his home in ruins, 
his farm devastated, his slaves freed, his 
stock killed, his barns empty, his trade de­ 
stroyed, his money worthless, his social 
system, feudal in its magnificence, swept 
away, his people without law or legal 
status, his comrades slain, and their bur­ 
dens of others heavy on his shoulders, 
crushed by defeat, his very traditions gone. 
Without money, credit, employment, ma­ 
terial or training—and. besides all this, 
confronted with the gravest problems that 
ever met human intelligence—the estab­ 
lishing of a status for the vast bodj- of his 
liberated slaves. 
What does he do—this hero in gray with 
a heart of gold—doe- he sit down in sullen­ 
ness and despair ? Not lor a day. Surely 
God, who had scourged him in his pros­ 
perity, inspired him in his adversity ! As 
ruin was never before so overwhelming, 
never was restoration swifter. The soldier 
stepped from the trenches into the furrow ; 
horses that had charged Federal guns 
marched before the plow, and fields that 
run red with human blood in April were 
green with the harvest in June; women 
reared in luxury cut up their dresses and 
made breeches for their husbands, and with 
a patience and heroism that fits women al­ 
ways as a garment, gave their hands to 
work. There was a little bitterness in all 
this. 
Cheerf ilness and frankness pre­ 
vailed. "Bill Arp" struck the keynote 
when he said : “ Well. I killed as many of 
them as they did of me, and now I am go­ 
ing to w o r k o r the soldier, returning 
home after defeat and roasting some cjrn 
on the roadside, who made the remark to 
his comrades: " You may leave the South, 
if you want to. but I am going to Sander- 
ville. kiss my wile, and raise a crop, and if 
the Yankees fool with me any more I will 
whip ’em again.” 1 want to say to General 
Sherman—who is considered au able man 
in our parts, though some people think he 
is a kind of careless man about fire—that 
from the ashes left us in 1864 we have raised 
a brave and beautiful city ; that somehow 
or other we have caught the sunshine in 
the bricks and mortar of our homes, and 
have builded therein not one single ignoble 
prejudice or memory. 
THINGS THAT HAVE BEEN ACCOM PL t6 HE ED. 
But what is the sum of our work? We 
tiave found out that in the general sum­ 
ming up the free negro counts more 
than he did as a slave. We have planted 
the school-house on the hill-top, and made 
it free to white and black. We have sowed 
towns and cities in the place of theories, 
and put business above politics. We have 
challenged your spinners in Massachusetts 
and your iron-makers m Pennsylvania. 
W« have learned that the $400,000.000 an­ 
nually received from our cotton crop will 
make us ricli when the supplies that make 
it are home-raised. We have reduced the 
commercial rate of interest from 24 to 6 
per cent, and are floating 4 per cent, 
bonds. We have learned that one Northern 
immigrant is worth fifty foreigners, and 
have smoothed the path to the southward, 
wiped out the place where Mason and 
Dixon's line used to be, and hung our 
latchstring out to you and yours. We 
have reached the point that marks perfect 
harmony in every household, when the 
husband confesses that the pies which his 
own wife cooks are as good as those his 
mother used to bake; and we admit 
that the sun shines as brightly and the 
moon as softly as it did “ before the war." 
We have fallen in love with work. We 
have restored comfort to homes from which 
culture and elegance never departed. We 
have let economy take root and spread 
among us as rank as the crab-grass which 
sprung from Sherman's cavalry camps, 
until wc are ready to lay odds on the 
Georgia Yankee as he squeezes pure olive- 
oil out of his cotton-seed against any Down- 
Easter that ever swap¡>ed wooden nutmegs 
for flannel sausages in the valleys of Ver­ 
mont. Above all, we know that we have 
achieved in these ” piping times of 
peace ' a fuller independence for the South 
than that which our forefathers sought to 
win in the forum by their eloquence, or 
compel on the field by their swords. 
APOSTROPHE TO LINCOLN. 
"ut both Puritan and Cavalier were lost 
la the storm of their first revolution, and 
ihe American citizen, supplanting both and 
stronger tlmn either, took possession of the 
republic bought by their common blood 
and fashioned in wisdom, and charged 
himself with teaching men free govern­ 
ment, and establishing the voice of the 
people as the voice of God. [Applause], 
Great types, like valuable plants, are slow 
to flower and fruit. But from the union 
of these colonists, from the straightening 
of their purposes and the crossing of their 
blood, slow’ perfecting through a century, 
came he who stands as the first typical 
American—the first who comprehended 
within himself all the strength and great­ 
ness, all the majesty and grace of the re­ 
public—Abraham Lincoln. 
[Loud and 
long continued applause]. He was 
the sum of Puritan and 'Cavalier, 
for in his ardent nature there were 
fused the virtues of both, and in the 
depths of his great soul the faults of both 
were lost. [Renewed applause.] He was 
greater than Puritan, greater than Cavalier, 
in that he was American [renewed" ap­ 
plause’. and that in his homely form were 
first gathered the vast and thrilling forces 
of this ideal government—charging it with 
such tremendous meaning, and so elevating 
it above human suffering that martyrdom, 
though infamously aimed, came as á fitting 
crown to a life consecrated from its cradle 
to human liberty. Let us. each cherishing 
his traditions and honoring his fathers, 
build with reverent bands to the type of 
this simple but sublime life, in which a11 
types are honored, and in the common 
f 
lory we shall win as Americans them will 
e plenty and to snare for your forefathers 
and for mine. 
THE NEW SOUTH AND THE NEGBO. 
But what of the negro’’ Have we solved 
the problem he presents, or progressed in 
honor and equity towards its solution ? Let 
the record speak to this point. No section 
shows a more prosperous laboring popula­ 
tion than the negroes ot the South, noue in 
fuller sympathy with the employing and 
land-owning class. He shares our school 
fund, has the fullest protection of our laws 
and the friendship of our people. Self­ 
interest as well as honor demand that he 
should have this. Our fntnre. our very ex­ 
istence. depend upon our working out this 
problem in full and exact justice. We un­ 


derstand that when Lincoln signed the 
emancipation proclamation, your victi ry 
was assured, for he then committed you to 
the cause of human liberty against which 
the arms of man cannot" prevail, while 
those of our statesmen who made slavery 
the corner stone of ihe Confederacy doomed 
us to defeat, committing us to a cause that 
reason could not defend or the sword main­ 
tain in the light of advancing civilization. 
The relations of the Southern people 
with the negro are close and cordial. We 
remember with what fidelity for four years 
he guarded our defenseless women and 
children, whose husbands and fathers were 
fighting against his freedom. To his eter­ 
nal credit De it said that whenever he struck 
a blow for his own liberty he fought in 
open battle, and when at last he raised his 
black and humble hands that the shackles 
might be struck off, those bands were inno­ 
cent of wrong against his helpless charges, 
and worthy to be taken in loving grasp by 
every man who honors loyalty and devo­ 
tion? Ruffians have maltreated him. ras­ 
cals have misled him, philanthropists 
established a bank for him, but the South 
with the North protests against injustice to 
this simple and sincere people. To liberty 
and enfranchisement is as far as law can 
carry the negro. Thereat must be left to 
conscience and common sense. It should 
be left to those among wuom his lot is rasr. 
with whom he is indissolubly connected, 
and whose prosperity depends upon their 
possessing his intelligent sympathy and con­ 
fidence. Faith has been kept with him in 
spite of calumiuous assertions to the con­ 
trary. by those who assume to speak for us 
or by trank opponents. Faith will be kept 
witii him in the future, if the South holds 
her reason and integrity. 
A PEOPLE EMANCIPATED BY DEFEAT. 
The New South is enamored of her new 
work. Her soul is stirred with the breath 
of a new life. The light of a grander day 
is falling fair on her face. She is thrilling, 
sir, with' the consciousness of growing 
power and prosperity. As she stands fisil- 
statured and equal among the people of 
the earth, breathing the keen air and look­ 
ing out upon an expanding horizon, she 
understands that her emancipation came 
because in the inscrutable wisdom of God 
her honest purpose was crossed, and her 
brave armies were beaten. This is said in 
no spirit of time-serving and apology. I 
should be unjust to the South if 1 did not 
make this plain in this presence. The 
South lias nothing to take back ; nothing 
for which she has excuses to make. In my 
native town of Athens is a monument that 
crowns its central hills—a plain white 
shaft. Depp cut into its shining sides is 
a name dear to me above the names of men. 
that of a brave and simple man who died 
in brave and simple faith. Not for all the 
glories of New England from Plymouth 
Rock all the way would I exchange the 
heritage he left me in his patriot's death. 
To the foot of that shaic I shall send my 
children's children to reverence him who 
ennobled their name with his heroic blood. 
But. sir. speaking from the shadow of ihat 
memory, which I honor as I do nothing 
else on "earth, I say that the cause in which 
he suffered and for which he gave his life 
was adjudged by higher and fuller wisdom 
than his or mine, and I am glad that the 
omniscient God held the balance of battle 
in his Almighty hand, and that the Ameri­ 
can Union was saved from the wreck of war. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO. 
A ppearance of the C ountry and Its H abita­ 
tions to the ra isin g Stranger. 
Adair Welcker. who departed a few days 
since for the East and Europe, sends to the 
R ecord-U nion the following notes of his 
observations in passing through Northern 
Arizona and New Mexico: 
The northern section of Arizona is a por­ 
tion of the world as yet almost uninhabited. 
The stations consist of solitary houses in 
solitary wastes of land. The inhabitants 
at first are railroad employes and tame 
Apache Indians. Later the cowboy may 
be added to the list. The cowboy is" quite 
a creature in his way. and is already as 
famous as tl.e coyote—almos a well known 
as the grizzly bear or any other strange 
creature peculiar to the Western States. 
He deserves his fame; and if we judge him 
piecemeal, his ¡pantaloons ¡alone should 
make him popular as a cariosity. They 
are made of leather tanned brown, and 
down the outside seam of his trouser legs 
is leather fringe. On his head is a white 
beaver hat, with a brim six inches in 
breadth. Around this bat is a white i o.-d 
of the thickness of a clothesline. When 
in a serious humor, he slings a rifle over 
his shoulder, bestrides a bronco of the 
size of a Newfoundland dog. and moves 
on a slow walk out into the limitless level 
waste. When in a playful mood, he 
places one foot on tlie ground, lifts the 
other leg over the back of his bronco and 
moves in the direction of the nearest 
house. As all of the nearest houses are 
saloons, he enters it and cal! fot what he 
want.-. The barkeeper gives him what he 
wants, and keeps giving him what he 
wants until the cowboy becomes piayfal to 
an amazing degree. He then seeks for 
strangers, as he has an odd mania for run­ 
ning against them or stepping on their 
toes. If there is a train at hand he enters 
and shoots through the windows. I am 
led to believe that this is owing to the lack 
of other amusement. Human nature must 
have recreation, and where there are no 
churches and theaters, the cowboy will 
have his own peculiar amusement. 
That portion of New Mexico through 
which we passed was much more interest­ 
ing than the part of Arizona passed over 
by us. There" is a large amount of fine 
grazing land, while the greater portion of 
Northern Arizona is a land of rocks. The 
houses are small and far between, but, al­ 
though made of logs or adobe, or both, 
they are substantially made and are suit­ 
able to the climate. If the winters are 
cold, and it is proved that they sometimes 
are, from the fact that we have seen snow 
on the ground for twenty-four hours, the 
summers are cool. There is a great future 
tor this country. Its capabilities will sup­ 
port millions, while as yet the number of 
inhabitants is so small that it may be said 
that there is nobody in the country. 


ARIZONA. 
A Town Burner). 
Tccson, January 2Lst.—The Star's Quijo, 
toa special says : Á fire broke out yesterday 
and destroyed a large portion of this town. 
The principal losses are Ruffener’s stables. 
Harrington's large frame building, Class­ 
man's brewery and fixtures. Engasser A 
Co.’s saloon. L. Smith lost wagons valued 
at $1,000, and several other minor losses 
were sustained. A Yaqui Indian was also 
burned to death in the conflagration. 
Proceedings of the T erritorial L egislature 
T ucson, January 21st.—A Citizen's special 
from Prescott says: The vote to repeal 
the appropriation for the Phoenix Indus­ 
trial Exposition was lost in the Council by 
6 to 6. The House bill giving the Governor 
power to veto certain clauses in the appro­ 
priation bill was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. The bill exempting firemen 
all over the Territory from the poll-tax and 
jury duty was passed on Wednesday. 
H eld for M urder—R ailroad Officials on 
T lieir T ravels—M iners W anted. 
B enson, January 21st.—The supposed 
murderer of Pelito Gonzales, who was 
stabbed to death about two weeks ago at 
Fairbauk, in this county, has had an ex­ 
amination. The accused, Jesus Zora. a 
Mexican woman, is bound over to abide 
by the decision of the Grand Jury in the 
sum of $500. 
The Southern Pacific coach “ Sacra­ 
mento,'' containing officers Superintend­ 
ent Fillmore and Auditor Gerald and 
others, pulled into this place this afternoon, 
on their way west. They appear to be on 
an investigating trip. 
The Grand Central Mining Company 
want about 500 men, so rumor goes, to 
work in their enormous mines, which have 
been closed to business for some time. The 
country is all excitement over this news, 
and if it is true good times are ahead for 
the people of this vicinity. 


S ize or O rdinary M eteors.—A m em ­ 
ber of the London Astronomical Society 
has pointed out that the eommon assump­ 
tion that a fragment of meteor dust no 
larger than a mustard seed may give the 
briliiancy of a first magnitude star, is er­ 
roneous. To give that brightness at a dis­ 
tance of 10U miles—about that at which 
meteors are usually seen—would require 
an electric lamp of 10.000-candle power. 
It is therefore probable that the smallest 
visible meteors have a surface equal to the 
incandescent portion of a 100-csndle power 
electric arc, if not much greater. 


T he W orks o f H u b e rt H ow e B a n c ro ft. H is­ 
tory of the Pacific States of Amerit a. History 
of 'British Columbia. 1792-1SS7. Vol. xxxiL 
of Bancroft's works. 
The latest issue of the series of Bancroft's 
works, now rapidly drawiDg to a close, is 
the History of British Columbia from 1792 
to 1887. Of the character of the scheme of 
Mr. Bancroft we have taken occasion here­ 
tofore to speak somewhat extendedle. We 
have pointed out that the carping of the 
Eastern critic has very nearly ceased, 
that the objections once raised to 
the methods employed in producing 
this splendid monument to historical re­ 
search have been withdrawn : that the end 
attained has not only justified the methods 
adopted, but that it has disarmed those 
critical essayists who were nnable to 
calmly contemplate any departure in his­ 
torical research from the conventional, and 
who. if they did not deem the Bancroft 
task impossible, at least treated the means 
he employed with more than severity. We 
have heretofore, we think, so marshaled 
the evidences of the success of the Bancroft 
series that it is needless to now refer at 
length to the triumph achieved. 
As 
the years roll by the immeasurable 
value of these histories will btcome 
more 
'and 
more 
evident. 
It is 
needed that a nobie structure shall lie 
viewed fr- .ii a distar.re, that ail the sym­ 
metry ami harmony of its proportions ñiav 
be developed. As it is with architecture so 
it is largeiy with literary and scholarly 
achievement. In the recession of the years 
the value of such labor becomes more and 
more manifest, until, as the avenue of time 
lengthens, the full and rounded complete­ 
ness of such labor develops and stands for­ 
ward for the admiration of men. In the 
next century the world of scholarship will 
marvel that this period has been, compara­ 
tively, so indifferent to the inestimable 
vaiue to mankind of the laborious re­ 
searches of the author of the 7oiumes un­ 
der consideration. 
The history of British Columbia is prob­ 
ably less known to Americans than that 
of any other division of the Pa­ 
cific coast. But that it is any lees 
interesting than that of more southern re­ 
gions is not true. Such romances as attach 
to sunny lands are unknown to it. but a 
more rugged romance is woven with the 
story. It is that of adventure, the conquest 
of nature in its stronger holds, and under 
more adverse conditions than met the pio­ 
neers of southern shores. The volume be­ 
fore us opens with a summary of the earli­ 
est voyages to the coast, anil follows the 
chain of historic facts through the six eras 
that distinctively mark the history of Brit­ 
ish possessions upon the Pacific : First, the 
discoveries aud disputation as to owner­ 
ship: second, beginning with the advent 
of the fur traders, followed by the agents 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, and cou- 
tiuuing to 1849: third, the period from 
1349 to 1858, under the rule of the com­ 
pany : fourth, the period of formation into 
two colonies, with distinct Governors and 
concluding with the union of the Island of 
Vancouver and the main land, under one 
colonial government, in 1866; fifth, from 
li66 to 1871, when confederation with Can­ 
ada was accomplished ; sixth, British Co­ 
lumbia, under the later and present rule. 
On no pari of the continent, as this history 
reveals, has there been more determined 
opposition to civilizing processes by sav­ 
agery than in the region indicated, and 
nowhere has so much been accom­ 
plished in resistance to it, with less 
bloodshed and 
conflict 
of 
arms. 
As our author puts it. “ This whole vast 
region its claimants desired as long as pos­ 
sible to keep as a ratoe preserve. In the 
great and universal wiping out of savagism 
by civilization, the occupation of this coun­ 
try by Europeans stands out as an anomaly. 
The lords aboriginal were treated with 
marked consideration. The white men 
wanted them for hunters. The land was 
deemed valueless for tillage: at ail events, 
peltries were profitable so long as the* red 
men could be prevailed upon to bring them 
in for a ietv beady- and bullets. At length, 
population encroaching, the fur magnates 
were crowded to th'e wall: gold was dis­ 
covered. and miners rushed iu : and after 
the miners came agriculturists and stoek- 
raisers. with towns and all the parapher­ 
nalia of progress." 
To the plain stating of all the facts that 
have had materia! influence upon the 
region, this volume is devoted. The treat­ 
ment is as full, as careful as to detail, as 
exhaustive statistically, and as judicial in 
arranging proofs and determining the truth, 
as in any one of the preceding volumes of 
the series. The physical features of the 
country are given, indeed, something of 
unusual prominence. The history of the 
various settlements and the influence of 
corporate and of individual energy upon 
the development of the country are elab­ 
orately shown. A good deal more of atten­ 
tion has been given to the natural re­ 
sources. mineral deposits, and the products 
of the whole region than was to have been 
expected in a history, since histories in the 
n;a¡n treat of peoples and their social and 
political activities, rather than of the 
natural wealth of a country or the details 
of its development. The political issuts 
between 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Great 
Britain 
relative 
to 
bound­ 
aries are fully treated, and all the 
facts having any bearing upon those sub­ 
jects are exhaustively presented. Then 
follows the recital of the union of the two 
colonies, and their admission as a province 
of the Dominion of Canada, the grant of 
the right of self-government and of repre­ 
sentative institutions. The construction of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, and the dis­ 
putes and difficulties to which the project 
gave rise, have also been described at 
length, for. as the author says. “ the dila­ 
tory action of the Canadian Ministry in 
this matter well-nigh caused a separation 
between the Dominion and her youngest 
offspring," and the matter becomes there­ 
fore one of more than usual historic im­ 
portance. It would be quite as pleasur­ 
able to present in synoptical form, as it has 
been profitable to us to read the volume at 
length, the main features that characterize 
it, but this may not bp. It must suffice 
to say that our" appreciation of the series 
lias not been lessened by the perusal of 
this volume.so largely given to commercial 
and business affairs and so little to roman­ 
tic details. 
Our admiration for these Pacific coast 
histories has been one of growth, from a 
beginning of preconcerted error. It has 
not been influenced by the differing judg­ 
ments concerning the style of the text, nor 
checked by the objections raised to the 
methods employed.

De Leon, the New York astrologer, 
charged with sending young girls to Pan­ 
ama for immoral purposes, has been con­ 
victed. 
News was received at Shasta from Modoc 
county that Messengill, who was shot in 
that county by J. E. King, about a week 
ago, died a few days ago. 
James Hubbard, a native of Tennessee, 
aged about 63 years, committed suicide at 
Calico by hanging. The cause was de­ 
spondency over gambling losses. 
It is reported that the German Govern­ 
ment confiscated the property and cou- 
demns to prison by default all residents of 
Alsace-Lorraine who avoid conscription by 
emigrating.

The New Westminster (B. C.) Hotel wa3 
burned Thursday morning, catching fire in 
an unknown place. It was so quictriy con­ 
sumed that three guests were burned to 
death, tine i- believed to have been named 
Campbell. The register and all the valu­ 
ables, including the baggage of guests, were 
burned. The other persons escaped in 
their night clothes. 
Large defalcations have been discovered 
in the Gowtrbe Batik of Hongkong, which 
has suspended payment. Two of the bank's 
Directors have been arreted. 
The liabili­ 
ties are estimated at 2,750,000 marks. The 
trouble is reported tobe due to the bank 
supporting an unsafe industrial venture. 
The depositors are mainly small traders, 
many of whom are ruined by the bank’s 
suspension. 
Lucky Baldwin's would-be slayer. Miss 
Verona Baldwin, who was arrested at Chi­ 
cago some days ago,for making threats 
against ¡ocal journalists, came up yester­ 
day. It had been suggested that Miss Bald­ 
win was not in her right mind. TheJudge 
inquired if there was any witnesses in 
Court who were willing to swear that Miss 
Baldwin was insane. No person answered, 
and she was discharged. 
About 600 persons were scattered over 
the ice on Lake Erie, at Buffalo, N. Y., 
Thursday afternoon, when it began to 
break up" in blocks. The people made a 
frantic rush for the shore, but those farthest 
out were caught on the floating cakes of 
ice, which contained from one to fifty per­ 
sons each. All managed to jump" from 
cake to cake except eight, who were res­ 
cued with much trouble. 
A syndicate of Boston capitalists has pur­ 
chased the property on State street extend­ 
ing from the Tremont Bank to Kilby street, 
about two-thirds of an acre. The syndicate 
will expend about $3.500,000, and erect the 
largest bank building in the country, about 
a third larger than D. O. Mills’ building in 
New York. The most notable structure to 
be demolished by the plans of the syndi­ 
cate is the old Merchants' Exchange build­ 
ing, erected in 1842. 
The sale, under the direction of the exec­ 
utors of the late Samuel J. Tilden, of his 
horses, carriages, cattle, poultry, etc., began’ 
to-day at the New York American Horse 
Exchange. There was a large attendance 
of his friends and dealers in stock. A lot 
of Jersey cattle sold at from $30 to $225. A 
St. Bernard slut sold for $32, a Victoria car­ 
riage for $550, and a landaulet for $500. 
Good prices were realized for most of the 
stock. The aggregate was about $10,000.

M adame R attazzi,—In the second week 
of the present month at Paris Madame 
Rattazzi de Rute was fined and sent to 
prison on a short sentence for libel and 
slander upon the late Marquis Gueil y 
Rente, who married a sister-in-law of 
Queen Isabella. Who is Madame Rattazzi? 
She is the daughter of Letitia Bonaparte 
(niece of Napoleon I.) and Thoma3 Wyse, 
once British Minister to Greece. It was 
this woman who said, “ I was born with 
a| destiny to turn things upside down.” 
since her girlhood she lias been acting 
this destiny to the letter. She was 
educated in" France. In 1850 she married 
the Alsatian Prince de Sol ms. Two years 
after she was exiled from Paris for political 
offenses and a separation was effected. Up 
to 1370 she lived in Savoy and Nice, took 
to literature with avidity, and was a con­ 
frere in letters with Sue and Pousard. Re­ 
turning to Paris, she gained literary rq, 
nown and replaced Edmund About oñ the 
Conslitutiomcl. She had social latch-keys 
to the best houses, and become a noted 
and feared woman. In 1862 she married 
the Italian statesman, Urbain Rattazzi, and 
won new literary notoriety over the nom de 
plumes Baron Stock and Louise de Kelner. 
Rattazzi died in 1873, and she shortly after 
married the Spanish Engineer and Deputy, 
Señor de Ilute, but before she did so M. 
Pailleson had written “ L’Age Ingrat," and 
it was generally understood that lime, 
Rattazzi was the mistress of that eccentric 
establishment, which for months kept the 
Gymnase audiences in a roar.
